Such as are Suffocated by Dames in 
Mix ES, or ſeemingly deprived of 
Life, by STIFLING, STRANGLING, 


and other Accidents. 
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F the various Inſtitutions formed 

for the Welfare of Mankind, none 
appear more worthy of attention, than 
thoſe that are calculated for Preſerving 
the Human Species. In the year 1767 a 
few wealthy Gentlemen of the City of 
B 2 Amſterdam, 


1 
Amſterdam, ſtruck with the variety of 


inſtances in which perſons falling into the 
water were loſt for want of proper 
treatment, when brought on ſhore, 
formed themſelves into a Society for 
the Recovery of Drowned Perſons. Theſe 
Gentlemen have purſued their deſign 
with ſo much zeal and ſucceſs, that in 
the ſpace of four years they had the 
ſatisfaction to find, that in not leſs than 
a Hundred and Fifty cafes, drowned per- 


ſons were recovered by the means pointed 
out by them and recommended in the 
United Provinces by advertiſements and 
other publications. Their Firſt Object 
was, to inform the common people, as 
well as the inferior practiſers of phyſic, 
in what manner to treat a perſon appa= 
rently lifeleſs : and their Second, was to 
animate them by proper rewards to pur- 
ſue the methods recommended. 

In the Inſtructions publiſhed upon 
that occaſion, they gave caution, in the 


firſt 
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firſt place, to forbear from practices very 
common in moſt countries; ſuch as rolling. 
the body over a caſk; tying it up by 
the legs, with the head downwards; and 
all other rough uſage, intended to diſ- 
gorge water, vulgarly imagined to be 
ſwallowed by the drowned perſon. And 
they directed, firſt, to force air into the 
body, either at the mouth, or up the 
inteſtines; recommending the ſtimulating 
vapour of tobacco as more efficacious than 
common air: and, in the next place, to 
ſtrip off the wet clothes; and as ſoon. 
as poſſible, to apply external heat to the 
body, by means of fire, of friction with 
flannel cloths, or the natural warmth of 
two perſons in bed, taking the body be- 
tween them. They directed rubbing the 
body all over, eſpecially along the back 
bone, with woollen cloths wetted with 
brandy, and ftrewed over with dry falt; 
and the chaffing the temples with a volatile 
ſpirit, and holding the ſame to the noſe.

The Rewards publiſhed by them for 
Attempting the recovery of a drowned 
perſon, were the ſum of Six Ducats, or a 
Gold Medal, over and above all expences 
attending the ſame, not exceeding Four 


Ducats. 


The great ſucceſs of this undertaking, 
and the advantages accruing from it to the 
State, has induced each of the ſeveral 
Provinces of the Republic of the Low 
Countries to take proper meaſures for 


extending the benefits of it, by enjoining 


an obſervance of the Society's directions 
through their reſpective diſtricts. 


The ſalutary effects of this inſtitution 
are now no longer confined to the United 
The Boards of Health at Ve- 
nice, at Milan and Padua, have adopted 
it The City of H amburgh has done the 
ſame— The Empreſs of Ruſſia has coun-

tenanced it in her dominions The Em- 
preſs Queen of Hungary has given very 
particular encouragement to it And in 


France 
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France it is at this time under conſidera- 
tion, by what means it may beſt be united 
with the general police of the king- 
dom. | 

It is a matter worthy of obſervation, that 
whatever diſcoveries had been made by 


the Faculty, of the method of recovering 


Drowned Perſons, prior to the year 1767, 
yet till that Period, hardly any other at- 
tempts appear to have been made, but ſuch 
as were ſuggeſted, at a time of confuſion 
and diſtreſs, by ignorant people who for the 
moſt part are greatly miſled by the un- 
happy prejudices prevailing in this mat- 
ter. | 

The world has been undoubtedly much 
indebted to Dr. Mead, Dr. Winſlow and 
his Commentator Dr. Bruhzer, Dr. Fotber- 
gill, Dr. Haller, Dr. Lecat, Dr. Tiſſot, 
Dr. Van Engelen, Dr. Gummer, and others, 
for very uſeful Obſervations and Eſſays 
ppon this ſubject. | 


The

The ſeveral Caſes publiſhed and de- 
ſcribed in the Memoirs of the Dutch 
Society, ſufficiently prove the advantages 
ariſing from an obſervance of the Rules of 
that Inſtitution. It appears from thoſe 
Caſes, that perſons of all ages, from two 
years old to ſeventy-two, have been re- 
covered, though apparently dead when 
brought on ſhore; that many perſons 
have been reſtored, who have been im- 


merſed from fifteen minutes to an hour and 
a half; and in ſuch inſtances as nothing 


leſs than the moſt indiſputable teſtimony 
would render credible. It is found by ex- 
perience, that relief may be given, not only 
in drowning, where it has been uſual to 
deſpair. of it; but in other caſes, ſuch 
as Suffocation by Sulphurous Vapours®; in 
caſes of Strangling, Stifling, and in many 
apparent deaths by Cold, Hunger, and 


other cauſes. 


* By an order of the Queen of Hungary, perſons ſuffo- 
cated by Damps in her Mines, are treated in a particular 
manner, according to Inflruftions, and have been recovered, 
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From what has been already ſaid, it is 
much to be wiſhed, that ſome means may 
be found of giving the benefit of this va- 
1uable Inſtitution to Great Britain and its 
Colonies. | 

If the number of accidents is propor- 
tioned to the number of perſons employed 


on the water, this kingdom is more in- 


tereſted than any other nation, in the art 


of reſtoring drowned perſons. The 
large coal-mines in Great Britain, where 
numbers of men are yearly deſtroyed by 
the damps, which are ſo commonly fatal to 
the miners, and the frequent inſtances of 
perſons who come to an untimely end, by 
ſtrangling, and other caſualties, render the 
art of reſtoring ſuffocated and ſtrangled 
perſons to life, of great conſequence to the 
community. 3 

The author of this account flatters him 
ſelf that the ſubject of it is worthy of 
attention, and ſhall think himſelf happy 


if his deſign of promoting an Inſtitutio

in Great Britain, with ſome Improvement 
upon thoſe adopted in the neighbouring 
nations, in order to which he has already 
taken ſome ſteps, ſhall meet with general 
countenance and approbation. 


The following Caſes are ſclected from the 
Society's Account of the Succeſs of its un- 
dertaking, and plainly demonſtrate the 
truth of the foregoing Remarks, and 
afford the mot ſatisfaftory evidence that |

Many of them 
appear to have been drawn up by illiterate 
perſons ; therefore ſuch idle circumſtances 
as are nothing to the purpoſe are left out 
of. this Tranſlation. 


CASE I. 

T Amſterdam, on the 17th of Sep- 
tember, 1767, an old Woman was 
taken out of the Rakin, a deep Canal, in 
which ſhe had lain ſunk a conſiderable time; 
and being ſuppoſed dead, was to be car- 
ried away to an Hoſpital for burial: but 
Sybrand Yſerman, a Skipper of Gouda, 
who had read the Society's Advertiſement, 
believing that Tobacco-ſmoke might re- 
cover her, made the trial with a lighted 
pipe he had in his mouth: he put it up 
her anus, and taking the bowl in his 
mouth, blew up the ſmoke of it, and of 
another pipe after it, which by degrees ſo 
far recovered her, that ſhe was able ſoon 


after to be carried home.

CASE I. 

AT Groningen, on the 29th of Fe- 
bruary, 1768, the daughter of Henry Pie- 
terſa, a Child of about two years old, fell 
head foremoſt into a waſhing-tub, and 
remained ſome time in it undiſcovered. 
Its Father - having found and taken 
out, endeavoured to recover it by various 


means for the ſpace of half an hour, at 
the end of which time it gave ſome 


very faint Ggns of life, and then with- 
out any ſenſible motion in its pulſe, 
fell into a ſtrong Convulſion fit. But 
upon continuing the Injection of To- 
bacco- ſmoke into its inteſtines, and chaf- 


fing its temples with Balſam Vitæ, and 


holding the ſame to its noſe, it recovered 
ſurpriſingly, and in ſo ſhort a ſpace as 
two hours.

AT Rotterdam, on the 11th of February, 
1768, the Wife of Arnold Van Dol, a

houſe- painter, got up unperceived and 
went out of the houſe in the night 
time, and three ſeveral times threw her- 
ſelf into a Canal. She was twice taken 
out before ſhe could fink, and appear- 
ing ſenſible, was left to go home. She 
afterwards plunged herſelf a third time, 
ſunk, and remained three quarters of an 
hour under water. When ſhe was found 
again, ſhe was taken out, and treated 
by Cornelius Maaſwinkel, a Surgeon, who 
in the ſpace of an hour recovered her 


buy various means, but principally by the 


injection of Tobacco-ſmoke, and then 
putting her in bed to her Huſband. 
This raſh action was committed in de- 
ſpair, becauſe the man her reputed huſ- 
band, by whom ſhe had two Children, 
obſtinately refuſed to marry her: after 
this diſaſter he owned himſelf in the 
wrong, and conſented to marry her; and 
this deſperate Attempt reſtored her to 

that 
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that happineſs which other means had 
failed to obtain. 


CASE IV, 

ON the 25th day of May, 1768, 
about two Miles from Leiden, as the 
Trekſchuit from Delft was paſſing on, 
the halling-rope broke, and four paſſen- 
gers, then upon deck, fell overboard. 
Three of them were ſoon got out; but 
the fourth, named Jan Spyker, a Haber- 
daſher .of Amſterdam, went to the bot- 
tom : he was, when found and brought 
on ſhore, to all appearance dead. Four 
Charity-Boys belonging to Amſterdam 
_ attempted to recover him, and brought 
him to life again by the means directed in 
the Society's Inſtructions.

AT Amſterdam, on the 1oth of Au- 
ouſt, 1768, one Lambert Tuebbes from 
Balk in F riſeland, threw himſelf into 
the Town-ditch, in a fit of deſpair, 

and

and lay immerſed at leaſt twenty mi- 
nutes. He was got out with difficulty, 
and in a great degree recoverd by Frederic 
Peterſon, a Surgeon ; but remaining weak, 
he was the next day carried to an 
Hoſpital, where, notwithſtanding Dr. 
Hagen's care, and the attempts of others 
to ſave him, he died in the ſpace of two 
days, the diſtreſſing circumſtances he had 


long laboured under having too much 
weakened him. 


CASE VI. 

AT Fluſhing in Zecland, on the 14th 
of October, 1768, one Jan Haſſel, a Ma- 
rine of twenty-three years of age, and 
a German by birth, being in liquor, 
fell from a high bridge into the- water, 
and remained half an hour immerſed. 
When he was taken out, his eyes were 
cloſed, his mouth open, and his face 
blue: he was quite cold, motionleſs, 
without any feeling, without breath, or 


any

any ſymptom of life. Half an hour 
more elapſed before he was got into a 
| houſe and aſſiſtance given him. He 


was then laid before a great fire, rub- 


bed with hot cloths dipped in Brandy; 


and in three quarters of an hour he 
diſcharged ſome froth at the mouth. 
In half an hour after that, about nine 
ounces of blood were taken from him, 
by bleeding at the jugular vein ; ſoon 
after which he puked up ſome clear 
water. Volatile Spirits were then uſed, 
as was alſo the Tobacco Fumigator which 
could not ſooner be obtained, -and the 
moment a ſufficient quantity of vapour 
was - introduced into his bowels, he 
gave farther ſigns of life, and threw up 
ſome more water. A little brandy with 


a few drops of Spirit of Sa! Ammoniac 


was then given him; the Spirit Was 


held to his Noſe, and the rubbing was 
continued, upon which the blood began 
to circulate, and he was bled at the arm; 


after

after which he ſpoke, and defired to be 
allowed tofleep, which being complied with, 
he ſlept all night, and was well enough 
next day, to continue his journey, being 
only a little feveriſh, with a complaint of 
ſoreneſs all over his body. The whole 
of this treatment was directed by 7% p- 
Raymondon, a ſurgeon to a Dutch ſhip of 
war. 


CAIS VI. 

NEAR Harlingen in Friſeland, on the 
18th of October, 1768, the Child of 
Hendrik Beerendſz, a Girl of four years 
old, fell into a ditch headlong, and ſtuck 
in the mud; and having none but young 


no alarm or aſſiſtance was immediately 


glven; but the was ſome time afterwards 


rs with her, who ran away frightened, 


taken out by a perſon coming along the 
road, who diſcovered her, and thought 
her quite dead. As he brought her into 


town, he met with a Surgeon, one Jar 
ws #choonebeek,

Schoonebeek, who directly turned her head 
downwards, and kept ſhaking her as ſhe 
was carried home: there he continued the 
ſame motion by other hands for more than 
half an hour when ſhe gave ſome ſigns of 
life, threw up a little ſlime, and began a 
crying, after which ſhe was put into a 
warm bed, and perfectly recovered. 


CASE. VII 

AT Weſter-en Hilliger Lee in the Pro- 
vince of Groningen, on the 6th of Septem- 
ber, 1768, the Son of the Reverend Mr. 
Conradus Moldringb, a Child aged two 
years and five months, running after a 
dog, ſlipt through a hedge into a large 
ditch, and after being ſought for more 


than fifteen minutes, was brought home 


quite lifeleſs. Its father, called down from 
his ſtudy, examined it attentively, and 
concluded it dead, Yet greatly anxious 
for its recovery if poſſible, he ordered a 
large fire to be made, and the Child to be 
ſtripped. 
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ſtripped. He then took it upon his knees, 
wrapping it up in his own warm night- 
gown, held it in an inclined manner, 
with its feet higher than its head, and 
with his hands and knees kept its body in 
conſtant agitation, It was after that well 
rubbed, and warmed before the fire, then 
fiercely burning, and in the ſpace of ten 
minutes it gave ſome faint ſigns of life, 
uttering that little ſound frequently heard 
at the moment of children's birth, and it 
bled a little at the noſe. 

The rubbing and agitation being now 
continued upon a cuſhion, it began to 
groan, and to breath with great difficulty 
but it ſtill farther recovered with the 
perſeverance of this treatment: its night- 
clothes were put on, and it was laid in a 
warm cradle by the fire fide. More than 
half an hour elapſed before it regained 
heat in all parts of its body ; but as ſoon 
as ; that was obtained, it broke out in a 


D 2 profuſe 
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profuſe ſweat, and the recovery was com- 
pleted. 


CASE IX. 

WITHIN two miles of Rotterdam, on 
the gth of November, 1768, one Hendrik 
Stroiberg, a labouring man, in liquor, 
was drowned in the river Rotte; he was 
laid upon a lighter near the place where 
he was taken up, after an immerſion of 
thirty minutes and more. Some farther 
time elapſed before Dr. John Evans, who 
directed this cure, could find a proper 
place of treatment for him: he was then 
{tripped, his joints were become ſo ſtiff, 
as to render the ſtripping him difficult. 
He was put into a warm bed, rubbed, 
and properly treated : ſome pulſation was 
found in his arms, when a Surgeon at- 


tempted to bleed him, but with little 


effect. Some Tobacco-ſmoke was blown 


up his inteſtines, and contributed to his 
recovery. At the end of an hour and a 


half 
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half, he complained of a difficulty in 
breathing, and an oppreſſion at his heart, 
for which an emetic was given him, that 
operated downwards inſtead of upwards. 
The next day he had a ſharp pain at his 
breaſt, which was ſcarce bearable when 
he breathed: a ſecond bleeding and ſome 
medicines removed that pain to his right 
ſide, where it ſettled, yet leſſened by de- 
grees, as he recovered. 


CASE I. 

AT Amſterdam, on the 3oth of Novem- 
ber, 1768, one Lambert Ploos, an old 
man, fell from a boat he was puſhing 
forward under a bridge, and ſinking to 
the bottom of the canal, was not readily 
found, becauſe it was dark: being got out 
at laſt, he was put into a barge, and rolled 
on a caſk, though he was cold und ſtif.— 
ſome brandy was poured into his mouth, 
and he was carried to a public-houſe, where 
he was laid before a large fire, ſtripped, 


and 
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and rubbed, and had ſome dry clothes put 


on. When he ſhewed ſome ſigns of life, 
a meſs of beer and bread, with mace and 


ſome brandy in it, was given himby degrees 


as he recovered ; which was ſo faſt, that in 
about ſix hours from the firſt of the 
accident, he could be conveyed to a boat 
that was to carry him home to &Gravelgnd, 
where he was perfectly reſtored to health. 


CASE AL. 

AT Rotterdam, on the zoth of No- 
vember, 1768, a man called Jan Foſephus 
van Fel, being in liquor, fell into the river 
Maeſe, in the dark, and was got out as ſoon 
as he could be found. Some of the by- 
ſtanders rolled him upon a caſk, and would 
have made an end of him ſoon, had not 
Dr. Evans reſcued him out of their hands. 
His neck was then rubbed with brandy, 
.of which ſome part was poured into his 


\ noſe; and ſome of it getting into his 


mouth, he opened his eyes and endea- 
| voured 
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voured to ſwallow it. Being got home, 
he was undreſſed, put to bed, rubbed, 
and attempted to be blooded, which how- 
ever he would not ſuffer to be done. Some 
time after, he voided blood up and down 
from the bruiſes of his being rolled, and 
in a few hours afterwards he expired, 
The common error of this rough treat- 
ment is ſtill farther exemplified by the 
caſe of a young man, drowned in the ſame 
river, who muſt inſtantly have been 
killed by the blind zeal of the byſtanders, 
had not an Apothecary, called Bezoet, 
forcibly taken him out of their hands, 


CASE XIL 

AT Alimaar in Holland, on the Igth 
of January, 1769, one Lodewick Schoe- 
ning, a Maltſtcr belonging to a Brewhouſe, 
the Starry Crown, ran into a canal in 
purſuit of his hat, and ſhot forward ſo. 
far, as not to be found in leſs than fifteen 
minutes; and when he was got out, he 


ſeemed 
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ſeemed ſo very lifeleſs and ſtiff as to be 
out of the reach of art. However to leave 
no means unattempted, he was firſt rolled 
over a caſk, then carried to a brewhouſe, 
laid before a great fire, and undreſſed ; 
and ſeeming to give ſome ſigns of life, a 
glaſs of Jeneva was poured into his mouth, 
which farther recovered him and made 
him throw up ſome water. Another glaſs 
of it, which he aſked for, ſet him up ſo 
far, that, though much ſwollen, he was 
able to be carried home, where he re- 
covered gradually. 


CASE XII. 

AT Leuwarden in Friſeland, on the 
26th of January, 1769, the Child of 
Hendrik Hendriks Gardeners, a boy of 
three years and fix months old, fell under 


the ice, and remained there for half an 
hour before he could be found : when 
he was taken out, he was dead to all ap- 
pearance; but a humane woman, named 

Ida 
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Ida Sabapeling, took him into her houſe, 
ſtripped him directly, wrapped him up 
in a woolen apron, warmed and rubbed 
him before a fire, and chaffed his head 
with warm brandy. After forty minutes 
treatment, putting her finger into his 
mouth, ſhe found he bit it, and then ſhe 
poured in a ſpoonfull of brandy. After 
this ſhe put the child into a warm bed, 
with a ſtone jug of hot water at its feet; 
and by ſuch means made it ſo much 
better, that in the ſpace of an hour from 
its firſt being brought into her houſe, its 
parents could ſafely. carry it away wrapped 
up in a blanket ;' and ſhe had the pleaſure 
to ſee it come to thank her the next day. 

The Magiſtrates of Leuwarden had 
this Caſe publiſhed in their town news- 
paper, with all its circumſtances. 


CASE XIV. 
AT Amſterdam, on the 25th of Feb- 
ruary, 1769, a maid ſervant, drawing 
E water 
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water in the morning, fell into the canal 
before her maſter's door, and after ſome 
ſtruggling ſunk to the bottom. She was 
got out, in about a quarter of an hour, and 
had not the leaſt ſign of life in her. Air 
and Tobacco- vapour were immediately 
blown up her inteſtines: ſhe was ſtripped, 
laid before a fire, and was rubbed with 
cloths dipped in brandy, till ſome ſigns of 
life were diſcovered, when alſo ſome 
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froth appeared upon her mouth. An aſ- 
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ſiting Surgeon's apprentice tried to bleed 
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her, but got no more than a few drops : 
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not being ſatisfied with this, he opened 
the jugular vein, and took away eight or 
nine ounces of blood. As ſhe recovered, 
fourteen or fifteen drops of Spirit of Sal 
Ammoniac were given her in water. Some 
hours afterwards ſhe was put to bed, was 
rubbed, and had a Tobacco-clyſter. She 
was alſo bled in her right arm, and at 


length came entirely to herſelf ; yet com- 
plained of an oppreſſion in her breaſt. 
At

At noon ſhe was ordered to be blooded a 
third time. At four in the afternoon, 
little complaint remained, but a ſtraitneſs 
over her breaſt, which ſhe had before been 
ſubject to, and was afterwards cured, 


C XV, 

AT Rotterdam, on the 8th of April, 
1769, the daughter of Meindert den 
Broeder, a girl of ten years of age, fell 
into a ſtagnated deep muddy ditch, 
near the rampart of the town, and ſtuck 
in it for ſome time. When ſhe was taken 
out of it, ſhe ſeemed, according to the 
account of the Surgeon Hooykaas who 
directed the following treatment, to be 
abſolutely dead, and looked as black as if 
ſhe had been hanged, having alſo a quan- 
tity of froth at her lips and noſe. She 
was immediately ſtripped, put between 
warm blankets, and rubbed, After the 
introduction of ſome Tobacco-vapour into 
the inteſtines, a bleeding was attempted, | 
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and only about four ounces of blood ob- 
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tained, by drops; the jugular vein not. 
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being practicable, upon account of the 
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great ſwelling of the neck and head. 
Three perſons then continued to rub, and 
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inject ſmoke, for the ſpace of an hour, 
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when a faint yawning, like that of a de- 
parting patient, gave the firſt ſmall ſign 
of life. Some Spirit of Sal Ammonzac, 
held to the noſe, produced no effect; but 
in an hour and a half, ſome light pulſa- 
tion was diſcovered; ſoon after which, 
ſhe diſcharged upwards and downwards, 
and then began to move her legs and arms. 
At the end of two hours, ſhe began to 
ſcream, and cried out, I am fallen into 
the water; and afterwards complained of 
ſoreneſs all over her body. Some cordial 
was at this time given her, which had 
before been fruitleſsly attempted, and now 
ſerved greatly to recover her. About an 
hour and a half afterwards, ſhe com- 
plained of a great pain in her bowels, and 
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a difficulty in breathing, for which a 
clyſter with an infuſion of Tobacco was 
adminiſtered, and it operated in ſo copious 
a manner, as to give her great relief. 
An hour and a half after this, ſhe was 
delirious, and ſtill more opprefſed—it was 
again tried to bleed her, and ſtill without 
ſucceſs; but a bliſter was applied to her 
back, and thought to do her good. A 
laxative medicine was given her by degrees 
during the night, and had its intended 
effect. Next morning ſhe had a violent 
pain in her fide, and a conſiderable op- 
preſſion, for which recourſe was had to 
bleeding, which at laſt ſucceeded on her 
hand, and immediately relieved her. The 
next day ſhe voided ſome hard, black, 
clayey ſtuff: the day after that, ſhe com- 
plained of a pain in her breaſt, which 
was found to proceed from ſome ſkin 
being rubbed off during the operation. 
Her tongue remained furred for ſome 
days, but was at laſt cleared by a repeti- 
| tion 
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tion of the laxative medicine; and ſhe 
then gradually recovered her former 
ſtrength, to the great comfort and aſſiſt- 
ance of an old helpleſs father, whom this 
girl took care of, whilſt the mother was 
abſent, indefatigably working as a chair- 
woman for the ſubſiſtance of her family. 


CASE XVI. 

AT Amſierdam, on the gth of April, 
1769, it happened at nine o'clock at 
night, that Beetje Harmets, a widow 
woman of fixty-two years of age, fell 
into the Keiſersgragt, and remained im- 
merſed a quarter of an hour, As ſoon as 
ſhe was got out, two Surgeon's appren- 
tices, C. de Beer, and F. A. Beverly, had 
her ſtripped before a fire, bled her, rub- 
bed her hard, eſpecially along the ſpine 
of the back, with cloths dipped in brandy, 
and blew ſome Tobacco-ſmoke into her 
mouth, which made her throw up ſome 


water, and then ſhe gave ſome ſigns of 
lite;

A life; but ſoon after ſhe was taken with 
1 ſtrong convulſion fits, nearly baffling all 


hopes of farther recovery; yet by perſe- 
verance, and reducing a rupture ſhe was 
found to have, ſhe grew ſo much better, 
as to be able, in three hours time from 
Her immerſion, to be conveyed home in a 
carriage. 


CASE: XVII 
AT Amſterdam, on the 17thof April, 1769, 


Anna Woertman, a woman of twenty-ſeven - 


years of age, belonging to that pleaſant part 

of the city called the Plantage, was taken 
dut of the water, without its being known 
5 how long ſhe had lain in it. She was incon- 
g ſiderately rolled upon a float, for a quarter 
of an hour, and is faid to have voided a good 
deal of water. She was then carried into 
a houſe, where Bernardus Donſelaar, an apo- 
thecary, was ſent for, and told the had juſt 
before given ſome very faint ſign of life; 
though in fact ſhe appeared quite lifeleſs,

was ſtiff, and had green and blue ſpots all over 
her body.—She was laid before a fire in 4 


blankets, and rubbed with a mixture of $ 


ſpirit of Sal Ammoniac and Eſſence of 4 
Roſemary, along the back bone, the loins, | : 3 
the neck, the head and temples, and a 6 


ſtone jug with hot water was laid at her 0 
feet. Some farther ſigns of life then ap- 


pearing, ſhe began to ſhake as in the cold 
fit of an ague, ſpake and complained; 
upon which ſome ſpoonfuls of Jeneva 
were given her, and ſhe was blooded—her 
blood was black and thick, not inflamed. 
Being thirſty, ſome milk and water was 
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given her; and then ſhe fell into fits ſeem- 
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however were removed by a cordial ad- 
miniſtered to her. In the ſpace of four 
hours and a half ſhe was ſo much better, 
as to be carried home, and put to bed to 
her ſiſter, where ſhe fell into a breathing 
ſweat. About five hours afterwards ſhe com- 
plained of a great oppreſſion, and a violent 

pain 
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pain in all her limbs; for which an aperient 
laxative mixture was given, and which 
made her part with a quantity of watery 
matter. The pain augmenting, and fixing in 
her ſide and breaſt, ſhe was twice bled, and 
her blood being then found much inflamed, 
it was wiſhed to repeat the bleedings; but 
ſhe proved to be too weak: however, a 
bliſter was applied to her fide ; and other 
treatment being opportunely given, ſhe 
was entirely recovered in the ſpace of a 
fortnight, the ſlowneſs of which is attri- 
buted to her having been afflicted fix 
months before with a fever, and conſtant 
depreſſion of ſpirits, upon account of bad 
circumſtances. 


CAS E XVII. 

AT Amſterdam, on the 26th day of 
May, 1769, at midnight, a young woman, 
Racheltje Oams, taken out of the Damrak, 
where ſhe was found drowned, was firſt 
folled upon a caſk, and then carried into 
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a houſe, attempted to be bled by Barend 
Boerregter, a Surgeon, then rubbed and 
chafed with Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, had 
brandy ſpouted into her mouth, and her 
noſe tickled with a feather—but all this 
being done without effect, ſhe was laid 
before a fire, the rubbing was continued, 
ſome more brandy put into her mouth, 
and after three quarters of an hour, ſome 
pulſation being felt in her left arm, a 
bleeding was performed there, and more 
than twelve ounces of blood taken away; 
after which ſhe gave ſuch ſigns of life, as 
made all farther treatment appear ſuper- 
fluous; and ſhe was able to walk home at 
the end of five hours from the time of 
her being firſt found. 


CASE XIX. 
AT Amſterdam, on the 29th of July, 


1769, a Boy of - fourteen years of age, 


called Jacob Voorn, rowing with ſome 


others in a boat, fell overboard, and 


ſunk

ſunk directly. More than twenty minutes 
elapſed before he could be got out of the 
water. He was then carried into a houſe, 
where by the direction of Floris Loosjes, an 
apothecary, he was ſtripped of his clothes, 
laid in a blanket, and rubbed all over; 
Tobacco-ſmoke was blown up into his 
inteſtines, and wind forced into his mouth, 
whilſt his noſe was held cloſe, and this 
repeatedly, He was bled at the arm, and 
nine or ten ounces of blood were taken 
away; after which, upon the appearance 
of ſome ſigns of life, a little brandy was 
put into his mouth; and the room in 
which he was thus treated, being thought 
too cloſe, he was carried into a more airy 
room, where ſome more brandy being 
forcibly ſpouted into his throat, he rouſed 
at once, and ſcreamed out ; when he be- 
came quieter, ſome milk and water was 
given him to drink. He was then put 
to bed, had hot cloths applied to him, 
and was well covered up. He grew warm 
F 2 | by 
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by degrees, excepting at the ſoles of his 
feet, and was delirious at times; but that 
ceaſing, he complained of a pain and in- 
flammation in his throat, which, by the 
preſcription of a Phyſician, was got the 


better of in a few days, and the lad totally 
reſtored.

AT Rotterdam, on the 1ſt of Auguſt, 
1769, at the dock, in the Herring-fleet, 
one Gerrit Schrauwen, the ſkipper of a 
yacht belonging to Mr. Hogendyk, in 
changing the fituation of the ſhed in 
which ſuch pleaſure-boats are kept, ſlipped 
his hold, fell into the water, and ſunk 
directly in a part where the depth was 
not leſs than twenty five feet. A peaſant 
firſt obſerved this ſhed floating by itſelf, 
then diſcovered a hat near it, and con- 
cluding ſome miſchance had happened, 
gave the alarm; upon which ſeveral men 
came with boat-hooks, which proved too 


ſhort, 
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ſhort, and ſome time elapſed before they 
could get others, none longer being at 


hand. He was at laſt got out by a friend 


of his, one Arnoldus Fynands, who found 
him at the diſtance of fifty paces from the 
float from which he fell; and it appeared 
that he had endeavoured, as long as his 
ſenſes laſted, to get towards the quay. 
When he was taken out of the water, his 
eyes were cloſe ſhut; his face was diſtorted, 
and looked wan; and his jaw was fo 
much fixed, that with difficulty his mouth 
was broke open, and brandy was poured 
into it twice without any ſucceſs : more 
than twenty-five minutes were now 
elapſed fince he firſt fell in; yet his friend, 
with three other workmen of the dock- 
yard, attempted to recover him; they 
ſhook him violently, they by turns rubbed 
his breaſt and belly, ſqueezed his throat, 
and forced ſome water and blood out of 
it. They then carried him to the houſe of 


one Schaardenberg, a Surgeon, dwelling 


at

at ſome diſtance from the dock, there 
ſtripped him of his wet clothes, and put 
on others dry and warm of the byſtanders. 
They then had recourſe to the uſual treat- 
ment, and could not in leſs than twenty 
minutes obtain any ſigns of life, which 
they did at laſt, when the Surgeon put 
into his mouth ſome ſpiritous liquor, to 
which the patient had always an averſion. 
He than began to ſcream, called for his 
companion, looked aghaſt, and recovered 
by degrees. When he was ſufficiently 
better, they led him home ſtaggering, and 
throwing up more water and blood. 
During two or three days, he looked 


gloomy, and was low-ſpirited ; but ſoon: 


after, eſpecially by means of a trip taken 
with his maſter, he recovered entirely.

CASE. MN. 

Ar Owgfzaandam in North- Holland, 
on the eighth of Auguſt, 1769, a Child of 
three years old, the Son of Albert Maſter, 

a 
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4 Taylor, was taken out of the water, after 
an immerſion of fifteen minutes, and 


brought home to its parents. A Surgeon, 


J. Van Macheren, by whoſe door it was 
carried, followed it, and took care of it. 
He found the child entirely motionleſs, 
its limbs ſupple, its head and face blue, 
and a quantity of bloody froth upon its 
mouth and noſe. He ſtripped off its wet 
clothes as faſt as poſſible, and put it to 
bed between blankets, with a jug of hot 
water at its feet. He then applied the 
Tobacco-vapour pipe, and rubbed its 
back bone with fine ſalt and warm brandy. 
He opened its mouth by force, to pour in 
fome brandy and butter, which ran out 
again directly: he held the Spirit of Am- 
moniac Salt to its noſe, blew ſnuff into 
it, and tickled it with a feather. Soon 
after this, he perceived ſome pulſation in 
a large artery, which encouraged him to 
continue his treatment, *till he heard a 
rattling in its throat, and a rumbling in

the belly. Then it began to ſweat, and 
to reach a little, and had a diſcharge 
which ſymptoms did not appear till after 
the ſpace of three hours, at the end of 
which it was in a fair way of recovery. 
After having ſome reſt, it was feveriſh and 
drowſy; as much beer and butter, and 
weak tea, as could be got down, being 
given to it, the amendment was percepti- 
ble. An oppreſſion remaining, ſome ſour 


dough was put to its feet, and it became 


well and chearful again the next day. 


CASE. III. 


IN Amsterdam, on the 23d of Auguſt, ., 
1769, Samuel Abrahams, a Jew, who got 


his livelihood by carrying greens about for 
fale, fell from a fiſh-float into the water, 
ſunk, and was got out again by two other 
Jews. Some time after, Frans Nicolas 
Nickel, a Surgeon, came to their aſſiſtance, 


got him carried into a public houſe, had 


him ſtripped, laid before a fire, and 
rubbed 
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1 
rubbed all over the body with brandy, and 
took twelve ounces of blood from him; 
after which, to continue the treatment 
without interruption, he got the aſſiſtance of 
Jacob de Koningh, another Surgeon's appren— 
tice, and they together continued rubbing, 
held Spirit of Sal Ammoniac to his noſe, 


gave him two Clyſters of an infuſion of 


Tobacco, with ſome ſalt and oil, which 


produced a copious evacuation: they 
poured ſome Liquor Anodinus into his 
mouth; he then puked, and came to him- 
ſelf ſo ſpeedily that in one half-hour's 
time he aſked for ſome drink. Some milk 
and water was then given him, a dry ſhirt 
was put on, and he was laid between blan- 
kets in bed, becauſe he complaincd of an op- 
preſſion upon his breaſt ; and half an hour 
afterwards, fitting up in bed, he ſeemed 
taken with a convulſion fit, fell back and 


expired. This ſudden death was by ſome 

attributed to the falling ſickneſs, to which 

he was ſaid to have been ſubject,

CASE XXIII. 


AT Amſterdam, on the 23d of Auguſt, 
1769, the Son of Arent vanden Bergh, a Boat 
man, being a child of ſomewhat leſs than 
two years old, fell into a rain-water ciſtern 
with a very narrow mouth, into which 
its mother would have lid after it without 
any proſpect of aſſiſtance, had ſhe not been 
prevented by ſome byſtanders, who them- 
ſelves did what they could to get at the 
child, but were obliged to have recourſe 
to a lad, who being thin could ſlip down, 
and being held, grope for the child below 
him. He did ſo with good ſucceſs, and 
got the child, which was then (poor help- 
leſs thing) laid upon a caſk, rolled and 
other wiſe tormented, to bring it to itſelf 
again, One of the aſſiſtants had the pre- 
ſence. of mind to uſe a Tobacco-pipe, to 
blow its ſmoke up the child's inteſtines; 
upon which ſome ſigns of life being diſ- 
covered, it way laid upon its mother's lap, 


juſt

juſt when Dr. Bernard, who had been ſent 
for, came in, and directed the following 
treatment, of which he himſelf has given 
the account. He ordered a good fire to 
be made, got the mother to ſtrip the child, 
and made enquiry about what had been 
done prior to his coming.—He then had 
it diligently rubbed all over with Jeneva 
and Salt, till it uttered a plaintive ſound, 
and ſome froth appearing at its mouth and 
noſe, it began to puke.—It now hung its 
head over its ſhoulders, ſeemingly diſtreſſed, 
then threw up ſome more phlegm, and 
had a diſcharge.— The uneaſy motion of 
the head continued, without the leaſt pul- 
ſation in any of the blood-veſlels, till at 
laft, with a third fit of puking, ſome beat- 
ing was felt in the Ieft arm.—Then the 
motion of the head leſſened, the child 
ſeemed leſs oppreſſed, and began to cry. 
The mother was then aſked what it liked 
to drink; and that proving to be beer, a little 
of it was warmed with ſome ſugar, and 
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was drank off with eagerneſs.—It ſeemed 


as yet not rightly recovered, for want of a 
more copious diſcharge, for which a mix- 
ture was ordered to be given by a ſpoonful 
every hour, the child being kept as warm 
as poſſible in blankets, the pungent vapour 
of the Tobacco was not thought farther 
eligible :—it was alſo judged that a bleed- 


ing was not adviſable, neither of the 
jugulars being turgid, nor any blood veſ-. 
ſels diſcoverable in its arms, or on 1ts 
hands. In the evening it lay quiet, looked 
about diſtinctly, and, as the mother thought, 
grew better viſibly; its hands felt natu- 
j rally - warm, its pulſe was regular, but 
quick as uſual with children of that age.— 
| | The mixture having had no effect, it was 
repeated, and the mother charged to keep 
the child very warm, as it was imagined it 
muſt ſweat much in the night, with the 
great quantity of water it had ſwallowed A 
q and to forward this, ſhe was directed to lay 
| a jug with hot water at its feet; all which, 
: ſhe 
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ſhe exactly complied with. It did ſweat 
conſiderably in the night, and ſtarted often 
in its ſleep, till about midnight, when it 
began to reſt quietly: — early in the morn- 
ing it had two ſtools, after which it aſked 
to ſtay up and be dreſſed; which being 
granted, it took its breakfaſt as uſual, 
played about a while, and then lay down to 
fleep again. It recovered perfectly, though 
Dr. Bernard ſays it was of an uncom- 
monly weak frame, and much inclined to 
the rickets. 


CASE XXIV. 
AT Zuiderdrachten, in the province of 


Friſeland, on the 3d of June, 1769, a Boy of 
three years old, the Child of Cornelis 
Gedſers, a Wool-drefler, fell into a ditch, 
out of which he was taken as dead. He 
was treated by a Surgeon, who in the ſpace 
of fifteen minutes obtained ſome faint ſigns 
of life, but could not in leſs than nine hours 
get him ſo far recovered as to ſpeak. He 


tried 


( 46 J 
tried every method, recommended or not, 


except bleeding. He ſhook the child for 
a conſiderable time with its head down- 


wards :—he blew air into its inteſtines, firſt 
with a Tobacco-pipe, and afterwards with 
a Syringe :—he opened its mouth by force, 
and blew air into its throat :—he dried 
its body, chafed it, and rubbed it with 
brandy and falt along the back bone.— 
He held a volatile ſalt to its noſe ; tickled 
it with a feather ; rubbed the ſoles of its 
feet with a bruſh, and gave it two clyſters; 
after all which applications, his endeavours 
were attended with the deſired effect. 


CASE XXV.- 

IN the City of Dordregt in Holland, in 
the month of July, 1769, it happened that 
a boy of fix years old, at play on a wharf, 
fell from a beam into the water, unnoticed 
by his playfellows, who, when they miſſed 
him, ran up to the road to ſeek for him: 
but a younger child, not yet fit to play 
with 
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with the others, and who at ſome little 
diſtance had ſeen him fall in, and ſtood 
ſtaring for a time as ſtruck with amaze- 
ment, ran home to tell of this accident; 
and at that very moment met its father, 
who was juſt returned from the Province 
of Zealand. This unexpected circumſtance 
diverted the child from its purpoſe for a 
while; but as ſoon as a moment's quiet 
ſucceeded to the great expreſſions of joy 
in the family, the little child took the 
opportunity to make them underſtand, 
by broken words and ſigns, that ſomebody 
was fallen into the water, and led them to 
the place where it happened ; upon which, 
immediate ſearch being made, the boy 
was found, and taken out, dead to all 
appearance, after having remained for ſo 
conſiderable a time under water. He was 
carried home, was undreſſed, had ſome 
tobacco-ſmoke blown up his inteſtines, 
and was put into warm blankets, in which 
he gave ſome faint ſigns of life, crying 

when 
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when the ſoles of his feet were tickled,” 
but without any other certain ſymptom, 
After many more trials, his mother took 
him into bed to her, and by rubbing and 
cheering him all night, got him to a 
ſtate of perfect recovery, The ſteady 
perſeverance in this treatment is remark- 
able by its being carried on for a fpace of 
time not leſs than twelve hours, and gives 
room to the Surgeon, Jan Van Heſpel, who 
relates the caſe, to utter this exclamation : 
— Who knows in how many thouſand 
« perſons the remaining ſpark of life 1s 
« extinguiſhed by injudicious practices 
% when ſpeedy and proper endeavours 
« might reſtore a ſufficient degree of 
« genial heat,” 


CASE XXVI. 

AT Leuwarden in Friſeland, on the 3d 
of September, 1769, a Boy of four years 
and five months old, the Son of Cornelis van 
Meningen, a Tanner, fell into the water, 


and 
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and flid forward from the place at which 
he went in, which was pointed out by 
a ſtill younger child who had ſeen the acci- 
dent from the other ſide of the canal. After 
more than half an hour's ſearch by ſeveral 
perſons, he was taken out by his own 
father, who immediately ran about with 
him in conſtant agitation, and had wind 
repeatedly blown up into his inteſtines by 
the aſſiſtants: as ſoon as the child was 
brought home, it was ſtripped, the blow- 
ing was continued, and it was rubbed be- 
fore the fire till it gave ſome faint ſigns of 
life, ſoon after which it threw up ſome 
clear water, and voided ſome thin excre- 
ment : it was then thought proper to give 
it a little freſh butter melted with brandy, 
to make it reach, which it did repeatedly, 
and its ſpeech returned, at which time 
it was put to bed well wrapped up; and 
thus by degrees it recovered, ſo as to be 
able in the courſe of three days to go to 
ſchool again.

CASE XXVII. 

At Amſterdam, on the 8th of September, 

1769, Hanna Polak, a German Jewels, 
drawing up a pail of water, ſlipped from 
the plank upon which ſhe ſtood, fell into 
the canal, and receiving a blow of the pail 
upon her head, was ſtunned, and funk at 
once. She was got out in eight or ten 
minutes time, and attended by Michiel 
Cramer, an Apothecary, and T/aac Serrano, 
'a Surgeon, the latter of which bled her 
upon the ſpot where ſhe was firſt laid 
down : they then got her carried into a 
houſe, where they blew wind into her 
lungs and inteſtines; gave her a clyſter, 
and rubbed her back bone with Spirit of 


Sal Ammoniac : having no bed, they ſet 


her in blankets on a chair near to a German 
ſtove. Three hours elapſed before one 
ſingle ſtroke of a pulſe was felt in her,— 
and that ſymptom giving freſh vigour to 
the operators, the rubbing was continued; 
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a ſtimulating clyiter was given her, ſhe 
was kept as warm as poſſible, and began 
to perſpire. Two hours and a half after 
that, ſhe began to ſpeak, took ſome liquid, 
and threw up ſome water. She fell then 
into convulſive fits, which by ſome medi- 


cines were allayed. At the end of fix 


hours more, ſhe was bled again at the foot, 
which compoſed her greatly, and from 
thence forward ſhe gradually recovered. 


CAS E XXVIII. 
AT Horn in North-holland, on the 1 5th 
September, 1769, two. Boys driving a 
waggon into town, and delivering ſome 


bags of meal at the ſlope of the Ry/brug, 


a bridge near the north gate of the town, 


it happened that the horſe took. fright, 


flew acroſs the road, and threw the wag= 


gon upſide-down into the ditch, Where- 
with a Boy who fat in the middle of it 


was covered, the other who was in the 


fore part of it having jumped off, The 


H 2 Boy

Boy who fell under, by name Cornelis Smit, 
was ſixteen years old. Five men of the 
town ran to his aſſiſtance, but knew not 
on what fide of the waggon to get at him: 
after ſome time they eſpied one of his legs 
ſticking out a little from under it, and 
in vain endeavoured to pull him out: 
the Boy lay upon his back, deeply de- 
preſſed in the mud by the weight of the 
waggon, beſide which the horſe was alſo 
in the way: —they then cut his traces; 
as ſoon as he found himſelf leſs confined, 


he began to rear and ſtruggle, and was 


near trampling the Boy's leg to pieces; 


they held and ſtroked him, 'till he was 


quite looſe, and then led him out ; after 


which lifting up the waggon, they dragged 


out the Boy, and laid him upon the bank, 
covered and disfigured with mud, and as 
they thought dead beyond doubt. It was 


Incumbent upon them however to try to 


find out whether any life {till remained in 
him, and to recover him if poſſible. They 
firſt 
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firſt waſhed the mud off his head, face and 
neck, which they found to be black and 
blue; they cut the collar of his ſkirt, and 
then poured ſome brandy into his mouth, 
by the effect of which upon the muſcles of 
his face, they diſcovered ſome motion in 
him, which was ſurpriſing after his having 
been more than a quarter of an hour in the 
above deplorable ſituation. They laid him 
upon a caſk, and rolled him ſlowly about, 
in expectation of ſome farther ſigns of life, 
which indeed returned but faintly : upon 
thoſe indications they put into his mouth 
ſome buttered beer with brandy, and rolled 
and ſhaked him again; after which he began 
to throw up ſome froth, water and blood. 
He then was carried to a neighbouring 
public-houſe, where he was with difficulty 
ſtripped of his clothes, waſhed all over 
with warm water, and 'wiped with hot 
cloths, which ſeemed to reſtore life to 
him, for he cried out with it. Some dry 
woolen things were then put on him ; he 

was 
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was ſet in a great chair before a good fire; 
and ſomething emetic was twice given him 
with ſo much effect, that he vomited up, 
as is ſaid, even clods of mud. Thus clear- 
ed, he was put into a warm bed, where at 
firſt he was feveriſh, but afterwards reſted 
well ; and next day, to the ſurpriſe of all, 
was quite recovered, and had not one ſin- 
gle part of his body hurt, 


C. AS E MXIX. 
AT Amſterdam, on the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1769, a Child of one Nicolas Vermeulen 
playing upon a bridge fell thro' the rails 
into the water. The mother then big 
with child, ſaw the accident out of her 
window, flew down ſtairs, ran to the bridge, 
jumped down to fave it, and was in great 
danger of drowning. 'The father, who at 
that moment got home, finding out what 
was the matter, made haſte to the quay, 
and with ſome aſſiſtance got out his wife 
firſt, and afterwards, in a quarter of an hour's 


time, 
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time, the child was found, and brought on 


ſhore, to all appearance dead. Several 


attempts to recover it were in vain made, 
both on the quay and in the houſe ; at 
length one Chriſtaſtel Roodolphs, a Surgeon, 
came to their aſſiſtance: he had the child 
ſtripped directly, wrapped in warm blan- 
kets, and laid before a fire. He then 
took ſome brandy in his mouth, forced 
open that of the child, and ſpouted it in: 
he blew his breath ſtrongly into its mouth, 
and in about twelve minutes time ſome 
figns of life appeared, ſuch as a faint reſpi- 
ration, a ſighing, a grinding of the teeth, 
and ſome convulſive motion, the ordinary 
progreſſive ſymptoms of recovery. He 
continued his treatment for an hour and a 
half longer, and bled the child, after 
which it ſeemed quiet for a while, yet was 
a good deal oppreſſed in its breathing. The 
next day it was relieved by a ſecond bleed- 


ing, after which it recovered by degrees to 


perfect health. 
CASE 
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CRY EE AHN 
AT Leyden, on the 4th of February, 
1769, as Jacobus Clavan, a Tanner's jour- 


ney- man, twenty three years of age, was 


ſtepping into a boat to help his ſuper- 


annuated father to row, he miſſed his ſtep, 
fell into the water, went down, and com- 
ing up again, he cried out, I am lot then 
ſunk, and remained at the bottom. His 


poor father could do no more than feebly 


to call for help. A quarter of an hour 
Elapſed before he was got out of the water, 
and on ſhore. No ſigns of life appeared: 
a good deal more time was loſt before it 
was agreed upon to carry him into a houſe, 
and ere he was received into one: and in 
this way half an hour paſſed from his firſt 
falling into the water, before any treat- 
ment was attempted, when Dr. Fac. 
Smazen gave him his aſſiſtance by ordering 
him to be ſtripped before a good fire, co- 
yered with blankets, and rubbed all over : 
this 
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this was followed with opening a vein in 
each arm, the orifice in the firſt having 
yielded but a few drops of blood; but the 
other flowing freely, ſome ſmall motion 
was perceived in the body; a little brandy 


was then poured into his mouth, and he 
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was chafed with ſome more. With this 
aſſiſtance, and the loſs of twelve ounces of 
blood, he became ſenſible, threw up ſome 
phlegm, ſeemed violently oppreſſed, and 
complained of a great pain in his head and 
breaſt. He was then put into a warm bed, 
a cordial was given him, and afterwards a 
meſs of buttered beer and bread, with which, 
and ſome reſt, he became ſo much better, 
that he was carried home in leſs than nine 
hours from the beginning of the accident, 
He did not however recover very faſt, for 
it was more than three days before he ac- 


quired his uſual ſtrength,

CASE XXXI. 


AT Amfterdam,on the 17th of November, 
1769, it happened, that as Antony Witneven, 
a porter, was leaning againſt ſome baſkets 
by the water- ſide, probably ſomewhat in 
liquor, they gave way, and he fell into the 
Canal. When he was got out by ſome of 
his fellow porters, they pronounced him 
dead :—they nevertheleſs carried him to a 
beercellar, ſethimupon his head, ſhook him, 
and gave him ſome farther rough and very 
improper uſage :—notwithſtanding which, 
by ſome warmth and rubbing, he gave 
ſigns of life, and recovered in ſome degree, 
but in two days time he died. 

This, and other inſtances, help to ſhew. 
that a recovery is found more difficult, 
where the patient has been much addicted 


to liquor, and where the fiſt treatment hag 
been preceded by rough uſage. 
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CASE XXIII. 


IN the ſuburbs of Groningen, on the 
tgth of November, 1769, the ſon of 
Caſper Boſchman, a boy of nine years 
old, waſhing his hands at a hole cut 
in the ice, fell in, and {lid forward about 
eight feet under it. As ſoon as a younger 
brother of his had given the alarm by his 
running to fetch a pole, the boy was ſought 
for with it; and his father returning from 
church, informed of the accident, ran to 
the place, got into the hole, broke the 
ice with his hands, breaſt, and ſhoulders, 
notwithſtanding its being two inches thick, 
and having found his child at laſt, ran 
home with it upon his arms, ſhaking it 


as he went, though to all appearance dead. 


He ftill ran about with it for a time, in 


the ſame manner, at home, whilſt a fire 


Was lighting, and then made two women 


ſit down with it before the fire, to rub it 
all over with warm cloths, eſpecially along 
T2 the 
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the back bone, and to flap the ſoles of its 
feet with their hands. Soon after this 
treatment the child ſeemed to breathe a 
little; and then it was put to bed, with a 
ſtone bottle of hot water at its breaſt and 
hands, and heated bricks were put to its 
back and feet. As the child recovered, the 
father made it take ſome brandy with 
melted butter, which made it puke up 
ſome water and blood ; but by repeating 


the doſe ſome of it ſtayed upon its ſto- 


mach: ſoon after it appeared delirious by 
intervals, which however went off; and 
it recovered gradually during the courſe of 
ſeveral days, at the end of which its 


ſtrength returned entirely. 


CASE EIXXHE 
In the large Canal, near the Town of 
Ouderkerk, the Trek/chuit going from Gouda 
to Amſterdam, in the night, it happened on 
the 22d of December, 1769, that one Jan 


Fait, a bulky man, advanced in years, a 


paſſenger, 
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paſſenger, fell over- board, ſunk and re- 
mained a quarter of an hour under water, 
before the boat could be ſtopped, turned; 
and he be got out. As ſoon as he was taken 


into the ſchuit, a ſhopkeeper from Rotter- 


dam, Pieter Knuijſting, the perſon who was 
ſeated by him before he fell in, took charge 
of him, laid him on cuſhions upon the 
middle bench, and deſired ſuch of the 
paſſengers as ſmoked Tobacco, to fill 
and light their pipes; of which he made 
ſuch good uſe, that after blowing up 
the vapour of ſeven pipes into the inteſtines 
of the patient, he gave ſome ſigns of life, 
and brought up a few mouthfuls of water. 
After uſing ſeven more pipes, and being 
ſupplied with the handkerchiefs of the 
paſſengers, warmed by means of the ſtoves 
generally uſed in the Tret/chuits, he 
rubbed the patient's breaſt and belly with 
them for above half .an hour, and by the 


time they arrived at the town, he began to 


fit up, and ſoon after was led into a tavern, 


where being undreſſed, he was put to bed 


in

in warm blankets; but not gathering 
warmth, and having complained of exceſ- 
five cold, a ſtone bottle with hot water 
was laid to his feet, and therewith at the 
end of two hours treatment he was much 
recovered : but as ſoon as the town gates 
were opened, and a ſurgeon could be got, 
he was let blood, and he recovercd fo well 
as to be able to return home in the evening 


of the ſame day in another /chu77. 


CASE AAALY. 

AT Rotterdam, on the 31ſt of January, 
1770, the {treets being ſlippery, it happened 
that Johanna Onkrud, a Woman of about 
fifty-four years of age, drawing water out 
cf the Canal betore her door, fell into the 
water, and ſlipped under the ice without 
being obſerved, and there being a lock 
car to the place, ſhe was ſlowly con- 
veyed towards it by the current of the 
water : ſhe was afterwards diſcovered by 
another woman alſo drawing water, who 
gave the alarm, and had her taken out as

ſoon as poſſible. She was carried home, 
and Hendrick van Schaardenburgh, a Sur - 
geon, took charge of her. He firſt ponrd 
{ome brandy into her mouth, had her ſtrip- 
ped, had ſome aired things put on her, laid 
her in a warm bed, and put ſtone bottles 
with hot water near her body. After that, 
he uſed the Tobacco-vapour pipe, and got 
the body well rubbed all over ; which being 
done with aſſiduity, for half an hour, he 
then obtained the firſt ſigns of life, gave 
her ſome cordial drops in a glaſs of wine, 
and went on as before. She began to move 
reſtleſsly after a time, threw up ſome water, 
coughed, and ſeemed much oppreſſed, tho? 
ſhe had not then quite recovered her ſenſes. 
She got ſomewhat to drink, but could not 

keep it upon her ſtomach ; ſhe then had an 
evacuation of another kind, and ochred to 
be allowed to ſleep, which ſhe aid tolerably 
well for ſome hours, but then com plained 
of an oppreſſion and great pain at her b. 
which leſſened by flow degrees, and ſhe 1 
covered, having long been tender and aſth- 


matic,

matic, for which reaſon this ſurgeon did 
not bleed her, but uſed all means to re- 
ſtore her to ſtrength ſpeedily, ſhe being 
the only ſupport of an old, decrepit, help- 
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CASE XXXV. N 
AT Neykerk in Friſeland, on the 24th of 


January, 1770, Aafke Symons, wife of Far 
Reinders, fell into the Town Canal, lay un- 
der the ice for more than half an hour, be- 
fore it could be broke enough to get her 
out ; and by proper and diligent treatment 
afterwards, ſhe was brought to life again, 
and ſpeedily recovered. 


„„ 0 AS 8 SETS 
AT Hilverſum in Friſeland, on the roth 
of February, 1770, the ſon of Myndert van 
Goch, a child of about two years old, fell 
into a pit that had little more than a | 
foot of water in it, yet a ſufficient quan- 
tity to drown the child, which lay 1a it 
with its head down and its heels upwards. 
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A man coming paſt, after it had lain about 
half an hour, took it out of the pit, and 
carried it home, where it was laid by for 
another half-hour, as dead ; when Doctor 
Francis Cordemans propoſed to attempt its 
recovery. He proceeded in the uſual man- 
ner, brought it to life in ſome hours, and 
reſtored it to health in a few days. 
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CASE XXXVII. 


AT Rotterdam, on the 26th of February, 
1770, Jan Kok, a Bruſh-maker's lad, of 
fourteen years of age, drawing water out of 
the Canal early in the morning before it 


Was light, fell in, ſunk under a boat, and 
remained there for half an hour. His 


maſter having ſought for him elſewhere, 


at laſt groped for him with a hook about 
the place where he generally took up 
water, and having found him, had him 
carried home as dead; but Jan Hofman, a 
Surgeon, ſent for, recovered him, and by 
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proper means reſtored him ſo perfectly that 
he returned to his work in a few days, 


CASE XXXVIII. 

AT Gouda in South Holland, it hap- 
pened on the 3d of March, 1770, that a 
girl of four years and a half old, the 
daughter of Cornelis Krap, was taken out 
of a canal drowned, and brought home. 
She was thought to be dead, was ſtripped, 
rolled up in a ſheet, and laid by to be 
buried. But ſome perſons coming in a 
while after, propoſed to make a trial of re- 
covery, though ſhe was quite cold and ſtiff, 
They then proceeded to treat her, accord- 


ing to the Society's Inſtructions, very aſſi- 


duouſly for the ſpace of two hours and a 
half, when they had the ſatisfaction of re- 
ſtoring her to life. 


CAS E XXXIX. 
AT Haarlem, on the 3d of June, 1770, 
the wife of Adrian Beſem, aged forty years,

was found in a canal where ſhe had lain for 
ſome time with her face downwards, as if 
ſhe had dropped into it in a fit of the fall- 
ing- ſickneſs, which ſhe was ſubject to. She 
was taken out, and ſome time elapſed be- 
fore ſhe could be treated for a recovery 
but the proper means being at laſt uſed by 
Fan van Tekelenburgh, the Town Surgeon 


and Man-Midwife, ſhe was gradually re- 
ſtored to health,

AT Leuwarden in Friſeland, on the 7th 
of June, 1770, a child of about four years 
old, called Hilletje, the daughter of Jan 
Abrahams, was taken out of a canal, in 
which ſhe had lain immerſed with her 
head downwards for more than half an 
hour : ſhe was ſtripped, warmed, and 
cheered for ſome time without interruption, 
and was perfectly recovered.

AT Schiedam on the Maeſe, on the 11th 
July, 1770, Frederic Kleyn, a man of twenty 
four years of age, fell from a boat into the 
north ditch of the town. A perſon wha 
ſaw him fall in, went haſtily to his aſſiſt- 
ance in another boat, laid hold of the 
drowning man, and was himſelf pulled 
into the water. Some time elapſed be- 
fore a third boat was got, and then he who 
laſt fell in was ſoon taken out: the other 
was not ſo readily found, having been long 
immerſed, and moved from the place 
where he fell in. He was however at laſt 
got out, laid on the bank, and ſhaken for 
the ſpace of fifteen minutes by two men 
who took him by his hands and feet, his 
face being downwards, and ſwung and agi- 
tated him, till they made him puke up 
ſome water. He was after that treated by 
Gerrit Wiegerſhoff and Cornelis de Vas, Sur- 

geons,

geons, and by their endeavours brought 
back to life in a few hours. 


CASE XLII. 


AT Amſterdam, on the 24th of Sep- 
tember, 1770, at four in the morning, an 
old man of ſixty- three years of age, called 
Pieter Kalis, miſtaking his way, fell into a 
canal, and remained more than a quarter 
of an hour immerſed before he could be 
found; but when he was got out, he was 
ſo properly aſſiſted by Matthys Wageman, 
Cornelis Boef, Claas Houthuizen, John Ra- 
trie, and five more, that he recovered jn 
a very ſhort ſpace of time. 


CASE XLIII. 


AT Amſterdam, on the 19th of October, 
1770, Gertrude van Greevingh, a woman of 
 thirty-four years old, wife to Hendrik 
 Harmſze, a Mariner in the Eaſt Indies, 
going over one of the high bridges, turned 
her ankle, fell and flipped through the 


rails a 
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rails into the water, and by the current 
was carried away about twenty paces from 
where ſhe fell in. Willem Cuyper, who 
attempted to find her, though it was dark, 
met with ſeveral diſaſters, and at laſt, by the 
help of two other men, found the corpſe, 
and laid it upon the fore deck of a large 
boat, where they ſet her upon her head, 
to make her diſgorge water, and blew ſome 
Tobacco-ſmoke into her. She was then 
carried into a houſe, where ſhe was farther 
treated, and recovered ſo ſpeedily as to be 
fent home in a carriage two hours and a 
half afterwards; notwithſtanding ſhe was 
immerſed more than an hour. | 


CASE XLIV. 

At Harlingen in Friſeland, on the 16th 
of March, 1769, a child of Thys Schild, but 
eighteen months old, fell into a well, and 
was taken out quite lifeleſs. It was treat- 


ed in the way as recommended by public 
authority, and recovered.

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CASE XLV. 
At the Leidſendam, a village between the 


Hague and Leiden, where, upon account of 
a large Dam, the paſſengers commonly 
leave one Trek/chuit at the entrance, to 
take another at the end of the place, it 
happened on the 28th of September, 1769, 
that Mathias Frederic Palm, being thirty- 
two years of age, had fallen aſleep in the 
former of theſe boats, and remained in 
It after all the paſſengers had left it. He 
then awaked, and haſtily in the dark 
endeavouring to get to them, took the 
wrong fide of the boat, jumped into the 
water, and went to the bottom. Yet, 
ſtruggling to ſave himſelf, he came up 
again, and,unfortunately ſwam away from 
the quay, and then, by the weight of his 
wet clothes, ſunk to the bottom, and came 
up no more. A maid ſervant by the water 
ſide, hearing his plunges, called to the 
ſkipper to know if any of his paſſengers 
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were miſſing; whereupon they diſcovered 
the accident: they dragged the canal with 
long boat-hooks, and after a while the 
body was found, taken out, brought into 
the neareſt public-houſe, treated in a pro- 
per manner, and ſo well recovered, . that 
in the ſpace of two hours, tired with the 
operation, he fell into a deep fleep, and 
did not awake till next day, when knowing 
nothing of what had befallen him, he was 
in the utmoſt amazement to find every 
thing ſtrange about him. 


CASE XLVI. 

AT Haarlem, on the 22d of January, 
1771, at fix in the evening, Maria Storm, 
widow of Gerrit Buitendył, a woman of 
ſixty-one years of age, miſtook her way in 
the dark, and fell into a canal called the 
Oude Gracht. She was luckily heard to fall 
in by another woman, who ſent her brother 
with ſome men to her aſſiſtance.—It 
was very dark, and blew a ſtorm ; which 
made it difficult to find her with boat- 
hooks, without light, as none could be 
kept

kept burning. As ſoon as they had found 
and got her out, they laid her upon a hand- 
barrow, with her face downwards, and 
carried her to a public houſe, where Hend- 
ric Poor, a Surgeon, came to her aſſiſtance, 
and after getting the women of the houſe 
to ſtrip and provide her with dry and warm 
clothes, treated her ſo ſucceſsfully, that in 
the ſpace of two hours and a half, ſhe was 
well enough recovered to be ſent home in 
a carriage; and that the next day ſhe ſtood 
no farther in need of the advice of Dr. 
Adr. Dieten, who had the day before pre- 
ſcribed for her. 


CASE XLVII. 

AT Meppel in the Province of Overyſſel, 
on the 6th of February, 1771, a child of 
three years and a half old, the ſon of Jan 
Munſterman, fell into a frozen ditch behind 
his father's houſe, got partly under the ice, 


and remained there more than a quarter of 


an hour undiſcovered, till a ſhoemaker 
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Zoing by and ſeeing ſomewhat in the ditch, 
went nearer and pulled out the boy, who 
was immediately given to his mother then 
in ſearch for him : ſhe carried him home, 
to all appearance dead. Durandus Bontjes, a 
Surgeon, was ſent for, but could not be got 
in leſs than a quarter of an hour's time. 
As ſoon as he arrived, he took charge of 
the child, treated it according to the 
method recommended by public authority, 


and by a laudable perſeverance of more than 


two hours, obtained ſome poſitive ſigns of 


life; and at length he had the ſatisfaction 
to recover it. He aſcribed the ſucceſs of 
his treatment chiefly to his art of blowing 
wind in at the noſtrils, whilſt. he held the 


mouth and lips cloſe; a diſcovery, by 


means whereof he ſaid he had quickened 
a child, that ſeemed dead at its birth. 


CASE XLVIIII. 


AT Edam, a town in North Holland, on 
he 7th day of May, 1771, a child of near 


five

five years old, called Abraham, the ſon of 
Roelof Harſma, was found in the water by a 
woman, who thought it dead when ſhe 
took it out and carried it to its parents.— 
Yet, willing to try whether it was recover- 
able, ſhe haſtily cut its clothes off, wrap- 
ped it up in her woollen apron, and kept 
ſhaking it in her lap, till Nicolas Weyertſz 
and Pieter Denker, Surgeons, came to 
her atfhſtance. The child was then 
treated according to the General Directions 


known all over the country—ſome figns of 
life were obtained by an aſſiduous treat- 
ment of two hours; and by a farther con- 
tinuance, in two hours more, other favour- 
able ſymptoms appeared; and after a 
night's reſt, and not before, its ſpeech and 
ſtrength returned; and what is ſtill more 
remarkable, this child, which before was 


weakly, pale, and not thriving, became 
after this accident briſk, ſtrong and 
healthy, got a good colour, a lively eye, 
and grew conſiderably. |

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CASE XLIX. 

AT Delftshaven on the Maeſe, near 
Rotterdam, on the 22d May, 1771, a Boy 
of four years old, the ſon of Cornelis Bre- 
dius, a Pavier, fell head foremoſt into a 
muddy ditch, and ſtuck in it for a 4uar- | 
ter of an hour: his younger ſiſter, who 
had ſeen him fall in, could not ſooner give 
an intelligible account of the accident. 
When he was taken out, his limbs were 
ſtiff, his face black and blue, and a bloody 
froth ſtood upon his lips, as when a perſon 
has been ſtrangled. He was carried into a 
diſtiller's, where he was quickly ſtripped of 
his clothes, wrapped up in woollen things, 
and laid before the furnace-fire. He was 
rubbed firſt with dry cloths; and afterwards, 
all over, eſpecially on the ſpine of the back, 
the breaſt, and ſides, with Spirit of Sal 
Ammoniac, and Spirit of Hartſhorn in 
Brandy ; which compoſition alſo ſerved ta 
hold to its noſe, and to rub its head. But 
no ground being gained by theſe, all the 

body, 
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body, excepting the head, was rubbed 
over with fine table falt—and after an 
alternate uſe of theſe things, for the 
ſpace of an hour, ſome very faint ſigns 
of life appeared; and at length there fol- 
lowed a diſcharge by ſtool, with wind : 
from thatmoment the heart began to move; 
in conſequence of which the child made 
the noiſe of one new- born. It was then 
wrapped in warm blankets, and put to bed 
with a ſtone bottle of hot water at its feet, 
and with a cordial mixture to take from 
time to time. It farther had ſome milk, 
after which it ſlept all night, and was the 
next morning very well recovered,

AT Zoetermeer in South Holland, on 
the 31ſt of May, 1771, a Boy about eight 
years of age, the ſon of Simon Vander Lee, 
a Miller, fell into the Mill-dam, was 
carried through by the cogs of the mill, 
and thrown out into the baſon where the 


Water 
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water diſcharged itſelf. It was thence his 
father took him, after ten minutes im- 
merſion, to all appearance dead. He was 
carried into the mill, ſtripped and laid be- 
fore a fire, and an attempt made to get 
ſome brandy and vinegar down his throat, 
when unexpectedly he gave ſome ſigns of 
life: ſoon afterwards he ſeemed to groan” 
and ſuffer, when it was firſt diſcovered that 
the upper part of the left arm, and his left 
thigh, were broken. Theſe fractures were 
committed to the care of Nicholas Boſhuizen, 
a Surgeon, and cured in fifty-three days 
time, It is remarkable, not only that the 
child eſcaped being cruſhed to pieces, but 
ſtill more ſo, that being luſty for his age, 
he was not more hurt by being forced 
through a paſſage of twenty inches by a 
water wheel of the breadth of eighteen 
inches, revolving within four inches of the 
bottom of the trough.

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CASE LI. 


NEAR the village of Bleiswy#, not far 
from Rotterdam, on the 25th of July, 
1771, the ſon of Cornelis van Gelderen, a 
child of three years old, fell into a broad 
ditch called the Bogſloot, and was ſought 
for after having been loſt a quarter of an 
hour; it was at laſt found by a gardener, 
who took it out of the mud, in which it 
ſtuck with its head. Upon its being brought 
home, Jan van Loedenſteyn, aSurgeon, came 
to ſee what could be done with it, and was 
aſked by the byſtanders, © whether he 
«© could reſtore the dead to life; for that 
this child had been drowned for the 
* ſpace of half an hour ?” He made no 
anſwer, but ſtripped it of its wet clothes, 
put it between blankets in a bed, rubbed 
its breaſt and back with hot cloths, chafed 
it with Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, and by 
theſe and other means recovered it ſo far 
as to diſcover certain ſigns of life, and laid

not without ſtartings and ſpaſms : the next 
day its belly was ſtill ſwelled; but by the 
uſe of proper medicines it was ſoftened

1 child of four years old, the ſon of Jacob Gor = 

nelisge vander Meyden, fell into the. water, 
remained undiſcovered for half an hour, 
was then found lying with its head down 
and its heels up, and taken out for dead. 
Arnoldus Coomans, a Surgeon living at 'a 
mile's diſtance, was ſent for, arrived in à 
quarter of an hour, and took charge of it : 
he found the child had been rolled upon a 
pail, and had been hung up by the feet; 
and the father was at that time fitting 
with ſome neighbours by a hre, having the 
child upon his knees, and attempting by 


various

various means to recover it. The Surgeon 
examined it, ſaw not the leaſt appearance 
of life, yet ſtripped it of the wet clothes, 
and having put it into a blanket, proceeded 


to treat it according to the Public Direc- 


tions: he alſo put a ſheath wetted with 
a cordial between its teeth, the better to 
diſcover any ſymptoms of life: after half 


an hour's aſſiduous treatment, the child 


began to catch its breath, to puke and to 
diſcharge ; as ſoon as the heart was felt to 
beat, it began to cry, and uttered ſome 
broken words.—It was then put to bed, 
where by the uſual means it got warm, 
moved, ſpoke, and complained of pains 
in the breaſt, belly and back, the natural 
conſequences of the ill treatment under- 
gone before his arrival; yet fortunately it 
did recover in a few days. 


CASE LIIL 
AT Delft, on the 21ſt of September, 
1771, the child of Cornelis Beyers, be- 


tween three and four years old, was. 
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brought home drowned, having lain more 
than half an hour under water. It was 
ſtripped, put between blankets, and by the 
direction of Johannes Franciſcus Wilbel- 
mus Spitz, a Dentiſt, a ſtone bottle with 
hot water was applied to warm it.— 
Doctor Diederic van Duyn, who was ſent 
for, ' ordered Spitz immediately to bleed 
it, which he did without effect: They 
then together proceeded with the uſual 
treatment, and ſuceeded ſo well as to re- 
ſtore the child, in a great degree recovered, 
to its mother, by whoſe care and nurſing 
it came perfectly well. 


SAE EV. 

AT Amſterdam, on the 6th of October, 
1771, a Boy of eight years old, named 
Fohannes Serrenbach, running along the 
| ſtone wall in the town ditch, fell into the 
water, ſunk, and remained half an hour 
under it: being then taken out, and treated 
in a public-houſe, by the Surgeon Johannes 
Philippus Pk, according to the Publiſhed 
Directions,

Directions, he was recovered in a ſhort 


ſpace of time, and ſent home to his mo- 


ther, a widow woman.

AT Harlingen in Friſeland, on the 16th 
of November, 1771, between one and two 
at noon, the common dining hour in that 
place, M. B. an unmarried woman of fifty 
years old, of a healthy conſtitution, fell 
forward into the canal, as ſhe was drawing 
up a pail of water, and glided to the opo- 
polite fide, where there was no quay, but a 
high dead wall. Half an hour paſſed before 
a boat was obtained, and ten minutes more 
to ſet a ladder and get her out. She then 
ſeemed dead, and was conveyed to a ſugar- 
houſe, where, by heat and rubbing, ſhe re- 
covered ſo far as to ſpeak, and to complain 
of being exceſſively cold; upon which, ſhe 
was carried into the ſtove-room, where the 
ſugar is candied, She requeſted the door 
might be ſhut ; but Dr. &. Sinftra ſaid it 
ought not, as he knew the cloſe and rari- 
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fied air of that place would affect her 
breathing, and oppreſs her: it was how- 
ever at her repeated intreaty complied with; 
in conſequence of which, ſhe was carried 
home with a giddineſs in her head, and was 
ſcon after in agony for want of breath; her 
pulſe was weak and irregular, her aſpect 
ghaſtly, and a general coldneſs all over her 
body ; upon the whole, in a very dangerous 
ſituation. Her weakneſs made the Doctor, 
who was again ſent for, take but little 


blood from her; and what was taken had 


no good effect: he ordered her a ſtrong pur- 
gative clyſter, and her arms and legs to be 
rubbed and warmed in bed as much as poſ- 
ſible: ſhe then vomited up clear water, and 
had a large evacuation, which gave her eaſe: 
but that was of no continuance ; ſhe was 
taken ill with a pleureſy, in which ſhe was 
twice blooded, treated as common practice 
in ſuch caſes directs, and recovered of it in 
the courſe of a fortnight, after which ſhe 
has enjoyed good health. |

MN the Diſtrict of Steenbergen, not far 
from Breda, on the | 27th of October, 
1771, the wife of Jooſt Meljeves, travelling 
in a two-wheel carriage at nine o'clock at 
night, was overturned, and thrown into a 
deep muddy ditch, in which ſhe remained 
immerſed longer than half an hour, with 
the carriage upon her, the removing of 
which made a great difficulty of getting 
her out :—when that was compaſſed, ſhe 
was carried to the neareſt houſe, and an 
hour and a half more elapſed before a Sur- 


geon could be got to her; when Evert 


Baggers, who was ſent for, came, and ex- 
amining her, concluded her to be irre- 
coverably dead ; yet following the treat- 
ment obſerved there, as well as in other 
parts of the Republic, he brought her to 
life again, and found, when ſhe could ſpeak, 
that ſhe ſuffered much from an oppreſſion 
upon her breaſt, to remove which he made 


her puke: ſhe appeared relieved, and 


was 
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was put to bed to her huſband; where 
having lain half an hour, ſhe raiſed herſelf 
up, ſaying ſhe could hardly breathe, and 
preſently fell back, had an involuntary 
diſcharge, and expired inſtantly. 

The account does not mention any 
thing warm or comforting to have been 
given her, as in moſt of the other caſes, 


CASE LVII. 


AT Workum in Friſeland, on the 16th 
of February, 1772, at five in the evening, 
a Boy of eleven years old, called Tiesje Fans, 
the fon of Jan Gerhrands, being buſy near 
a ditch behind his father's houſe, fell into- 
the water, and was not ſought for but on 
account of his long abſence; his ſtep- mo- 
ther then ſent a little boy to look for him : 
he called about, and returned without find- 
ing him: on being ſent a ſecond time, he 
ran about; at length eſpying his brother's 
hat floating in the ditch, he called out 
affrighted for help: ſome neighbours came 


to

to him, diſcovered the accident, and drag- 
ging a hook along the bottom of the ditch, 
brought up the boy: doubting whether 
any life was left in him, one of them took 
him on his ſhoulder, head downwards, and 
ran about with him, ſhaking him as much 
as he could; but finding nothing gained 
by this trial, he was deemed dead, and car- 
ried home, where he was ſtripped and 
other means tried, when Doctor Si friedus 
Kramer, who was ſent for, came in, bring- 
ing with him the Tobacco Clyſter- pipe 
and ſome Volatile Salts, which being uſed, 
and the rubbing continued an hour and a 
quarter, very promiſing ſigns of his re- 
covery were obtained, and the boy was the 
next day perfectly reſtored to health. 

His long immerſion, the rough treatment 
he firſt ſuffered, the time elapſed before re- 
gular aſſiſtance could be had, and the 
ſteady perſeverance in attempting the re- 
covery, make this a ſtriking caſe.

CASE LVIII. 

AT Feendam, a village in the province of 
Groningen, on the 8th of March, 1772, 
at ten o'clock at night, Jan Harmſe, a 
Farmer's Servant, of twenty-two years of | 
age, fell into the Meſterdiep, ſunk, and re- 
mained half an hour under water :—when 
he was found and got out, he was rolled 
upon acaſk ; and that appearing fruitleſs, 
he was carried home, | where Arnoldus 
Wyndels an Apothecary took charge of him, 
almoſt without hope of ſucceſs. After 
two hours uninterrupted treatment, and not 
ſooner, the firſt ſigns of life were ob- 
tained, and a till longer ſpace elapſed be- 
fore any ſymptoms to be depended upon 
appeared. He was then put to bed, re- 
covered gradually, had a tolerable night, 
and was not blooded until next morning, 
which was then done to relieve an oppreſ- 
ſion upof his breaſt; ſome ſtrengthening 
things were alſo given him, and he was 
reſtored to health in a few days.

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CASE LIN. 

AS the ſailors were buſy lowering the 
yards and handing the fails, on board a 
Dutch man of war, the Orange Naſſau 
Weilburg, lying before Leghorn, on the 
18th of April, 1771, one of them, Gerrit 
van Driebergen, a man of forty- one years of 
age, fell overboard, unnoticed. The jobb 
of work they had to do being ended, ſome 
of the men on the larboard fide ſaw a 
body floating upon the water, with its face 
downwards, and its head immerſed : they 
at firſt thought it to be a corpſe from ano- 
ther man of war, the Zzerikzee, lying 
not far from them ; but as ſoon as they 
diſcovered it was one of their own hands, 
two men, laſhed with ropes, let themſelves 
down, got hold of him, and brought him 
up into the ſhip. He had then lain about 
half an hour in the ſea, and ſeemed as dead 
as poſſible. Nevertheleſs the Surgeon of 
the ſhip, Jan Nicolaas Flietner, undertook 
the trial, whether life could be reſtored 
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to him: he had him carried into the fore- 
caſtle, laid before the fire, ſtripped, and 
had dry clothes put on : he tried to bleed 
him, without effect; and he farther uſed 
the means directed to be employed on 
ſhore, and with equal ſucceſs ; for in half 
an hour's time he began to puke and eva- 
cuate ; and his blood beginning to circu- 
late, in half an hour more, about eight 
ounces of it were by degrees got from the 
orifice at firſt made. He was then put to 
bed, continued to be rubbed, and as he 
gathered warmth he had ſome convulſive 
motions in his arms and face. Ten ounces 


of blood, then taken from him, cauſed a 


ſecond puking and evacuation, which 


compoſed him, and he fell afleep. In the 
night he ſeemed delirious; but in the 
morning he was ſenſible and better, yet 
very weak and feveriſſi. He was then or- 
dered to drink a good deal of limonade ; 
and with ſome farther care, in a few days, 
he recovered gradually, and became fit for 
duty again with the reſt of the crew.

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| CASE LX. 
Publſhedby the Directors of the Dutch Society, 
by way of caution. 
A Boy of ten years old fell into the water, 
and after ſome ſtruggling, ſunk to the bot- 


tom ; but was ſoon after taken up in a boat, 


in which he ſeemed not abſolutely dead. 


The perſon who carried him home from 
the boat, threw him unwarily over his 


ſhoulder, with his head and arms hanging. 


down, in which ſituation, ſome water ran 
out of his mouth, and all ſigns of life left 
him. The means uſed for his recovery, 
were rubbing him with brandy and ſalt 
before a large fire, and blowing Tobacco- 
ſmoke up his inteſtines. He was bled at 
the jugular vein, and the arm, and only 
five ounces of blood were obtained. Two 
luſty perſons got into bed and took the boy 
between them, rubbed him for the ſpace 
of forty- five minutes: one of them often 
applied his mouth to that of the boy, to 
blowbreath into him; all which was attended 
| > ne with 
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with no other effect, than that ſome phlegm 
ran out of his mouth. After two hours 
treatment, the Surgeon who had the direc- 


tion of it, declared nothing more could be 
done, and pronounced the boy dead; where- 


upon he was laid out. Two hours after- 


wards, a gentleman, hearing of the acci- 


dent, came to ſee the boy, and judging by 
his colour, the ſuppleneſs of his limbs, and 

the feel of his fleſh, that he was not quite 
dead, tho' very much ſwollen; he had him 

| put between warm blankets, with hot 
bricks at his feet, and found that his body | 

gathered warmth, and that his lips became 


red: he ordered farther care to be taken of 


him, intending from time to time to look 
| after him: but having been longer abſent 
1 than he intended, he was ſuddenly called 
for, to fee that the boy had loſt a ſurpriſing | 
quantity of blood from the orifices in his 
neck and arm; upon which he ſent for the 
Surgeon who had bled him, with whom he 
made fome farther attempts of recovery, but 
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to no purpoſe, for in half an hour's time 
the body became quite cold and Riff. 


ACASE of periſhing by Cold. 

AT Magęſlandſiuis, a town near the mouth 
of the Maeſe, on the 2oth of December, 
177 I, Cornelia Van Me, an old woman 
of ſeventy-two years of age, of a very ſlug- 
giſh habit of body, and a deſponding mind, 
took the deſperate reſolution of making 
away with herſelf. She choſe for that pur- 
poſe a ſmall well behind her houſe, and 
about eleven in the forenoon ſhe attempted 
to drown herſelf in it; but its mouth 
being narrow, and covered with a wooden 
frame, her petticoat caught hold of the 
frame, as ſhe meant to ſlide down feet fore- 
moſt : ſhe thus hung to the middle of her 
body in water ; the upper part was in the 
mouth of the well, her head againſt the 
ſide, and her left hand upon the frame. In 
this ſituation ſhe was found by a neigh- 
bour, who accidentally came in to ſee her. 
This woman called out for help, and two 


men 
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men going by, came in: they were not able 
to get her out by a fair lift, ſo they looſened 
the frame from the bricks, pulled her up 
with it, diſengaged her, carried her into 
the houſe, and laid her down upon a blan- 
ket as dead. Her ſon, with a friend of his, 
Frans de Jong, a Surgeon's apprentice, 
were ſoon informed of the accident, came 
ſpeedily to her; and the young man know- 
ing nothing more expedient, immediately 
opened a vein in her arm, and took about 
five ounces of blood. 

When Dr. JF. Koole, and the prentice's 
maſter, the Surgeon, had examined her, 
they reported that not the leaſt appear- 
ance of life was in her; that her body was 
quite cold and ſtiff; that no pulſe could be 
found in her, nor any breathing ; that her 
eyes were cloſed, and ſeemed ſoft.” She 
was nevertheleſs undreſſed and put to bed, 
with hot cloths about her neck, and her 
arms and legs were rubbed, Spirit of harts- 
horn was held to her noſe, and her head 

and 
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and face were rubbed and chafed with it; 
ſome of it alſo was mixed up with brandy, 
put into her mouth, and attempted to be 
got down by the help of a feather put in to 
tickle her throat. With theſe and other 
attempts, in half an hour's aſſiduous treat- 
ment, her colour changed, ſhe began to 
breathe, and ſome motion was perceived 
in her extremities; in another half hour, 
ſhe was able to ſpeak; and in half an 
hour more, ſhe had recovered her ſenſes. 
After all which, and ſome farther phyſical 
aſſiſtance, ſhe got well again, only re- 
maining ſomewhat' weak. 

This Caſe deſerves to be publiſhed, as an 
inſtance to ſhew, that in other apparent 
deaths, the means preſcribed to recover 


drowned perſons, may be uſed with good 
effect. 


ACASE 
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A CASE / Suffecation with Dutch 
Turf-Coal. 


Klaas Diriſe Kluys, of Haarlem, a man 
upwards of ſixty- three years of age, re- 
turning home, in the night-time, on the 
17th November, 1770, with the Utrecht 
Treckſchuit, choſe the ſtern cabin for him- 
ſelf, took with him ſome Turf-coal not 
well lighted, and ſhut the hatch after him, 
Scarce had he lain down in bed, as he 
afterwards related, when he felt himſelf 
ſuddenly overpowered, and plunged into a 


deep fleep, in which he was found the 


next morning, when at the landing-place, 
after ſeveral callings, the ſkipper ſtepped 
down to rouſe him, found him motionleſs, 
and as he thought dead, by Suffocation, 
Aſſiſtance was immediately called for; he 


Was brought up into the air, was con- 
veyed into a houſe on ſhore, where a Sur- 


geon examined him, held ſome ſpirits to 
his noſe, chafed his temples with them, 
and 
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ahd attempted to bleed him on the hand; 
but all in vain. A Phyſician was then 
ſent for, who from the warmth of his 
hands and face, and the colour of his fleſh, 
though ſomewhat. bloated, and from a 
faint motion in the pulſe and breaſt, formed 
ſome hopes of a recovery; He had ſome 
Spirit of Sal Ammoniac held to his noſe, 
and ordered ſome things which were not 


done during the time of a neceſſary ab- 
ſence, in which alſo they conveyed him to 
another more airy place; where, at the 
Doctor's return, a Bliſter was applied to 
each of his legs; a Clyſter of Tobacco- 
ſmoke was introduced, and a bleeding 
was performed at his arm. The uſe of 
the Spirit of Sal Ammoniac was conti- 
nued, and his breaſt was rubbed with 


cloths dipped in warm brandy: his breath- 
ing then appeared ſtronger, and his pulſe 
was better felt; but he ſtill remained inſen- 
ſible, motionleſs, and in the ſame deep ſleep. 
Next day the perſon who nurſed him re- 

p O ported, 
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ported, that during the night he had by 
degrees ſwallowed ſome ſtrong wine put 
into his mouth in ſmall quantities; upon 
which the Doctor ordered him ſome Mix- 
turaCephalica ſpiritugſa to replace the wine, 
and to be given in the ſame manner ; which 
cauſed ſome wry faces as it went down. 
His power of ſwallowing becoming better, 
he had ſome ſmall liquor, as well as wine, 
; given him from time to time: yet, as he ſtill 
remained inſenſible, with his eyes open, and 
his diſcharges were involuntary, another 
bliſter was applied to his neck. The ſe- 
cond day his pulſe was freer. He had a 
ſtronger clyſter, which cauſed a great diſ- 
charge down wards, and a ſmaller upwards. 
Soon after that he was bled nine ounces at 
the arm: he had a paſte of horſe-radiſh, 
muſtard, ſalt, and ſour dough, put to his 
feet. The third day he anſwered by mono- 
ſyllables when loudly ſpoken to, but ſcarce 
yet moved. He was ſtill rubbed, particu- 
larly along the back bone, with a Volatile 

I Spirit, 
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Spirit, and had another clyſter. The 
fourth day he became ſenſible, and the 
rubbing was continued. The fifth day he 
recovered his ſpirits, and ſaid he found 
himſelf quite well; and the ſixth, he re- 
turned home with ſome rolations who 
came to fetch him.

Extract of a Letter from Profeſſor Giacomo 
 Maggioni to the Magiftrates at Padua. 


0 the 3d of May, 1766, an acci- 
dent gave me an opportunity of obeying 
the injunctions of the Honourable Board 
of Health, concerning drowned perſons. 
Andrea the Son of Giovanni Beſt, ſeven 
years old, playing with other children, fell 
into the river Brenta near St. Leonard's 
bridge, and was carried down by the ſtream 
to o the Mill bridge. He could not be come

at in leſs than twenty-five minutes, when 
Pietro Stephanin got him out. I then 
ſtepped forward, and found the people 
rather injuring than helping the child. 
There was not the leaſt ſymptom of life 
about it. When I turned it, the face was 
black and blue, the mouth was covered 
with froth, and the belly was ſwollen up. 
I began the treatment by blowing wind 
into the mouth, and directed the body to 
be rubbed ; but, as my operations were 
obſtructed, I got the boy carried to a 
neighbouring bake-houſe. As ſoon as he 
was there ſtripped and wiped dry, he was 
laid into a bed, and rubbed continually, 
I preſſed his belly upwards to facilitate re- 
ſpiration : I held Spirit of Balm to. his 
noſe ; and after thus cheering him for half 
an hour, I had the ſatis faction to ſee him 
recover, and ſpeak with his playfellows: 
his pulſe beat freely, he breathed with eaſe, 
and had diſcharged about three ounces of 
water. No complaint remained but a fever- 


iſh 
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iſh heat, for which I ordered three ounces 
of blood to be taken, and a little Balm 


Water to be given; after which he per- 
fectly recovered. 


Extra#t of a Letter from Andrea Antonini, 
a Surgeon, to. the Magiflracy of Bafſano. 


On the 11th of July, 1769, I was called 
to the houſe of Marco Antonio Scolari, on 
the banks of the Brenta, and was there 
informed, that Bartolo Gabardo, a Boat- 
man of Yaldagna in the Vicenteze, had 
fallen into the river at half an hour after 
three, and was carried downward with the 


Kurrent a quarter of a mile; that at four 


clock he had been taken out by his fellow 
boatmen, and brought to that houſe; and 
that in compliance with the ordonnance of 
24 Dec. 1768, I was ſent for. I found 
the body in all reſpects like that of a dead 
_ perſon. As ſoon as it was ſtripped, it was 
put to bed, and rubbed all over with warm 
linen cloths, during half an hour, to the

J then perceived ſome faint reſpitation, and 
gave him ſome of Dr. Bernardino Sarragha's 
Alexipharmac, a medicine of great repute 
in ſuch circumſtances. By thoſe means the 
blood and humours began to flow, and the 
lungs to play? The Patient coughed a 
good deal, and I conſidered that as a fore- 
runner of his recovery. He flept two hours 
ina profuſe ſweat, and awaked quite coms 
poſed. In the evening I bled him a ſe- 
cond time, in the foot, to give more room 
for circulation. He paſſed the next day 
very well, obſerving the regimen I had 
preſcribed him; and the third day, his 
ng bedg reftored, he returned home,

She was 
then carried to a baker's, where ſhe was be- 
gun to be rubbed : the black and blue co- 
lour of her ſkin diſappeared, and ſhe got 
her former looks again ; there was never- 
theleſs a great embaraſſment in her breath- 
ing : I had her blooded in the right arm, 
by Borgbi the Surgeon, who farther aſſiſted 


me 
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me in the treatment: but the bleeding not 
anſwering my expeRation, I got the patient 
carried to the hoſpital of Mercy, where 
at her entrance ſhe ſaid her name was 
Barbara Dorighini, and that the lived at St. 
Zeno. It is probable ſhe will ſuffer much 
by the oppreſſion ſhe complains of, as alſo 
by the hurts received from her being forced 


by and over piles, poſts, and ſtones, by the 
current. 


SECOND LETTER from the ſame. 


Since my letter on the ſubjet of Barbara

fer it, upon account of the great cold [He 
ſuffered. She had a tolerably good night, 
and in the morning her pulſe was freer, 
the ſenſation of cold was gone, ſhe breathed 
with more eaſe, but ſtill complained of a 
violent pain in her head. I had her bled 
twice, with the happieſt effect, for ſhe felt 
no remains of her complaint, but great 
weaknels. ie 
After ſhe left the hoſpital, I cogtinued 
viding her during eight days, in which 
time her recovery was amazing, and the 


more ſo, as ſhe was ſixty-five years of age. 


The Boards of Health, to which theſe Caſes 
are reported, have beſtowed marks of honour 
upon the perſons who directed the Cures.

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40 ASE imparted to the Society, from 
Liſle in Flanders, is as follows : 


ON the 1oth of February, 1770, Ro- 
bertine Dubrul, a young woman of nine- 
teen years of age, fell into the river called 
the Low Deuſle, and when ſhe was got out, 
had not the leaſt ſign of life about her. As 
ſoon. as ſhe was got into a neighbouring 
houſe, every thing poſſible was attempted 
for her recovery. She was ſtripped of her 
wet clothes, and laid upon a mattreſs 
before a good fire, where Dr. Savarin, and 
Mr. Piannier a Surgeon, applied the To- 
bacco clyſter-pipe, the operation of which 
very ſoon produced the deſired effect; in a 
few minutes a bloody froth flowed out of her 
mouth and noſe, and immediately ſhe threw 
up with violence what was in her ſtomach 
mixed with water; after which ſhe opened 
her eyes, and in fome meaſure recovered 

her ſenſes : her pulſe began to beat: ſhe 
ſpake, and complained that ſhe was exceſs 
ſively cold, that ſhe was frozen. Whilſt the 
N Surgeon 
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Surgeon continued the uſe of the Tobacco- 
pipe, he diſcovered that her belly grew 
warmer: ſhe then called for a bed-pan, and 
parted with a good deal of wind. A quan- 
tity of hot aſhes being put between folds of 
linen, they were tied about her head and 
feet to warm theſe parts. Her body was 
rubbed with hot cloths during the ſpace of 
two hours. As ſoon as ſhe could ſwallow, 


an oily mixture was given by ſpoonfuls 
every hour, with an infuſion of vulnerary 
herbs. An emollient clyſter was admini- 
ſtered in the evening, and ſome- theriaca 
was. applied to her ſtomach, at the place 
where ſhe felt pain. At ten o'clock an- 
other clyſter was given, and a conſiderable 


diſcharge: obtained in the night; and next 
morning, when her pulſe was hard and 


quick,, ten ounces of blood were taken 
from her foot: it ſprung in a ſtream, and as 
the fever did not leſſen, and her blood was 
inflamed, ſhe was bled twice more that day. 


The pain in her ſtomach continued alſo ; a 
pultice 
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pultice of leeks, with the vegetable mine« 
ral of Dr. Goulard, was applied te the part, 
and that, with the bleeding, removed the 
pain in a few hours. The patient reſted 
very well the following night; a profufe 
fweat made the fever to diſappear the third 
day: a careful and nouriſhing diet reſtored 
her ſoon after; and ſhe enjoys at this time, 
the 28th day of February, a N ſtate 
of health.

Society for the advancement of Arts and uſeful 
Knowledge at Hamburgh, have publiſhed ſome 
directions for the recovery of drowned perſons; the 
obſervance of which has been enjoined by the'magi- 
ſtrates of that city; and ſeveral Caſes of ſucceſs have 
by order been imparted to the Society at Amſterdam ; 
but they are drawn up in ſo ſhort a manner, -as not to 
convey that uſeful inſtruction expected from them. 
The tranſlation of one of theſe Caſes will ſhew that no 
advantage can be reaped by publiſhing more. | 
« On the 4th of October, the ſon of a Captain of 
« an Engliſh veſſel trading to this port, fell into the 
c water, lay immerſed half an hour, was taken out, 
<< brought to life again, and perfectly W in 


few days.” 


The foregoing Caſes afford proof ſufficient of 
a ſurpriſing ſucreſs in recovering drowned 
perſons. Other publications in England 
Belp to demonſtrate, not only the pratti> 
cability of that, but farther prove that 
the means nſed with ſo much efficacy 
in recovering drowned perſons, are, 
with equal ſucceſs, applicable to a multi- 
tude of cafes, where the animal powers 
ſeem in reality to be only ſuſpended, and 
to remain capable of renewing all their 
FJuntrons, on being put into motion again. 
There are too many inſtances, where the 
want of this confideration has been attend- 
ed with the moſt unhappy conſequences 
and perſons have been committed to the 
grave, in whom the principles of lift 
might have been revived.

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The Jollowing Caſes are taken from the 
6 entleman's Magazine. 


Nane Shoemaker, in Reading, 
as he was waſhing. in the Kenner, 


near Blake's bridge, fell into a hole out of 
his depth ; and as he could not ſwim, he 
ſtruggled ſome time, then ſunk under wa- 
ter, but roſe three times, as is faid to be 
uſual, and as often ſunk to the bottom. 
A young lad attempted to ſave him, whoſe 
wriſt he. graſped with his hand, and held 
it faſt, but the lad not having ſtrength to 
keep the man and himſelf above water, it 
was with difficulty that he diſingaged him- 
ſelf, and ſaved his own life. After this 
the man was ſeen to ſtand ſome time erect 


on the ground in the water (which was 
about nine feet deep) and then to fall flat 
on his belly to the bottom, where he lay 
without the leaſt motion, when one Mr. 
William Wood, a gentleman: of undoubted 


veracity, who gave moſt of the particulars, 
"il came 


E 
came by, and being informed that a man 
was drowning, he went down from the 
bridge to the river's ſide, and after ſome 
minutes ſpent in various ineffectual endea- 
vours to get a fight of the body, he at 


length ſucceeded, and then pulled off his 
coat and waiſtcoat, hat and wig, and jump- 


ed into the river, in order to fetch him up; 
but when he endeavoured to dive, he could 
not ſink, by reaſon of his ſhirt, ſo that he 
was forced to come out again to pull that 
off, which made the delay confiderably 
longer, as his wriſtbands, ſtock and neck 
were to be unlooſed, and after all his ſhirt 
ſtuck ſo cloſe to him, that it was not eaſy 
to ſtrip it over his head. He them jumped 
in a ſecond time, and being directed by the 
ſpectators to the ſpot where the man lay, 
he dived down, laid hold of his arm, and 
drew him to ſhore, where he was taken 
up without any figns of life, and all pre- 
ſent gave him over for dead; but while the 


hurry and crowd continued, a perſon, who 
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it is ſuppoſed had read the Magazines, 
came by, and advifed firſt of all to lay him 
on his belly acroſs a timber log, with his 
head downwards, ſo as to let the water run 
out of his mouth, &c. this was accordingly 
done, and he had ſcarce remained a quarter 
of an hour in this ſituation, and was quite 
emptied, when he was perceived to heave ; 
and when no more water would come forth, 
he was carried home; and proper care be- 
ing taken of him, in leſs than two days he 
was ſo well recovered, as to be able to fol- 
low his buſineſs. 

TRAV ELLING. laſt — between 
Farnham in Surry and Odibam in Hants, I 
providentially loſt my way and came to a 
place called Dipley Mill, where a female 
voice invaded my hearing, with the moſt 

piercing cries. At firſt, as it was a lonely

firſt conception was obliteraied by the fight 
of a dead child that hung a croſs her left 
arm, and crying out: O Lord I have bo 
my buſband, and now my child is drowned; 
PII live no longer! I'll drown myſelf! and 
throwing herſelf forcibly againſt the ground, 
on the verge of a turf head of water, had 
nearly effected her reſolution, if J had not 
catched hold of her arm and prevented it. 
Upon this I reaſoned with her to ſoothe her 
ſorrow and preſerye herſelf ; but finding ſhe 
grew worfe by that kind of perſuaſion, I 
recurred to the child, and told her it would 
come to itſelf again in a little time: not 


that 
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that I really did believe it ever would do fo, 
but tried this method to comfort her: for 
the hands were as black as a ſhoe with con- 
gealed blood, or ſomething like it; the eyes 


were ſet, and the tongue partly out of the 
mouth. However, to carry on the fallacy, 
I ordered the miller to hald it up by the 
heels, and drain ſame of the water out of 
it, as I had heard was the practice in like 
caſes, but without any hopeful effect, a ve- 
ry few drops only oofing ſlowly from the 
paſſages of the head. On this I recollected 
what I had read ſome years ſince concern- 
ing drowned perſons, and ordered the wo- 
man to fetch a pair of bellows: but having 
no faith in ſo unlikely a remedy, ſhe re- 
fuſed to ga for ſome time, and then ſent a 
little girl of four years old, who made no 
haſte to return, When the bellows came, 
I directed the woman to apply them to the 
poſteriors of the child; and after half a 

ſcore blaſts it began to ſigh, and ſoon after 
moved the mouth and eyes; the bellows

being ſtill kept to work, till it began to cry 
luſtily and enter into full life again. I then 
ordered the mother to pull off the wet 
cloaths, and put it into a warm bed. On 
taking my leave I expected the woman would 
have thanked me in the uſual manner; but 
being in a lonely place where breeding of 
that ſort is perhaps unknown, ſhe only faid 
to the miller her man, rig well the mon 
hoppend to com this woiy.

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It may be a proper inquiry in what caſes, 
and under what circumſtances there may be 
a proſpect of applying this, and other ſimilar 
methods, with ſucceſs. 

: T he diſeaſes i in which they may be of 
uſe, are thoſe called ſudden deaths from an 
inyibble cauſe, appplexies, fits of various 
Kinds, ab byſtgries, faintings, and many 


other diſorders, wherein perſons in a mo- 
ment fink down and expire. 

The various caſualties in Which they 
may be tried with a proſpect of ſucceſs, are 
many: ſuffocations from the ſulphurous 
damps of mines, coal pits, &c. the con- 


denſed air of long unopened wells or caverns; 
the noxious vapours ariſing from ferment- 


ing liquors received from a narrow vent ; 
the ſteam of burning charcoal; ſulphurous 
mineral acids; arſenical efluyia, gc... 
Perhaps thoſe who to appearance are 
ſtruck dead by lightning, or any violent Z 
agitation of the paſſions, as joy, fear, ſur- 


priſe, &c. 9 frequently be recovered

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by ſtrongly blowing into the lungs, and by 
that means CY motion to the 
vital organs. 15 

Malefactors executed at the gallows, 
would afford opportunities of diſcovering 
how far this method might be ſucceſsful in 
relieving ſuch as may have unhappily be- 
come their own executioners by han ging 
themſelves. It might at leaſt be tried: the 
only ill conſequence that could accrue from 
a diſcovery of this kind, would be eaſily 
obviated by prolenging the r allotted

tween the blankets; and in a very few mi- 
nutes time a very great and univerſal ſweat 
carne on him, Which continued for many 
hours. In the evening he was firſt per- 
ceived to move a little, ſeemingly as if 
diſturbed by the toughneſs of the blankets 
Mttiulating his ſkin ; a while after he open« 
ed his eyes, and looked a little about him 
in a confuſed manner. Some time aftet 
that, he grew more ſenfible, and ſpoke, 
but could only give the ſhbrt tiifevers, yes 
amid no. His reſpiration was AM difficult, 
and very laborious; but His pulſe was 
ſtronger and fuller; W which account 1 
ordered a little blood to be taken away, and 


he took frequently, a very little at a time, 
of ſome ſweet oil; for his ordinary drink, 


I directed boiling water poured upon bread, 
with a little white wine, lemon juice, and 
ſugar; of which, at firſt, he took but very 
little at a time, and afterwards more in 
quantity, as he could get it down.

The next day I found him much better; 
when he fat up, talked, and drank ſome 
tea. His breathing was eaſier, but he 
complained of a ſhort troubleſome cough , 
and hoarſeneſs ; for which J ordered him 
a ſmooth pectoral tincture and a lenient 
purging draught was alſo given him, which 
had the deſired effect.

\ /FANY wonderful ſtories have been 
told of perſons being dead, in the 


common acceptation of the word, for ſe- 
veral days, and then reviving, or coming 
to life again. I ſhall give a very recent 
inſtance of a woman's: recovery, after be- 
ing to. all appearance dead, and fo thought 
to be by every body that ſaw her. 

Mrs. Fudge, at Maraſion, in Cornwall, 
aged above eighty, ſeemed for many years 
gradually to decline, and towards the end 
of September laſt took to her bed, and in 
a few days ſeemingly. expired in. the. morn- 
ing. As ſhe had often deſired. not to be 


buried till ſhe had been two days dead, 


her requeſt was to have been religiouſly 

complied. with by her relation, a woman of 

veracity, who informed me of- theſe par- 
. * _ ticulars 
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ticulars, for I had not an opportunity of 


ſeeing her myſelf: however, all that did, 


looked upon her as dead, and the report 


was current through the whole place; nay, 


a gentleman of the town, actually wrote to 
his friend in the ifland of Scilly, that ſhe 
was deceaſed : but to proceed, one of thoſe 
who were paying the laſt kind offices of 
humanity to her remains, perceived. ſome 
warmth about the middle of her back, and 
acquainting her friends with it, they ap- 


plied a mirror to her mouth; but after Ic 


peated trials, could not obſerve it in the leaſt 
ſtained ; her under jaw was likewiſe fallen, 
as the common phraſe is ; and, in ſhort, the 
had every appearance of a dead perſon. All 
this time ſhe had not been ſtripped or dreſſ- 
ed, but the windows were opened, as is 
uſual in the chambers of the deceaſed. In 
the evening the heat ſeemed to increaſe, 
and at length ſhe was ſeen to breathe. 
From the account I had, ſhe could not 
be leſs than twelve hours without. any 
| perceivable 
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perceivable motion; and it was not till next 
day that I heard ſhe was come to life again; 
I muſt confeſs that at firſt 1 laughed at 
the report, as I knew ſhe was of a great 
age, and had not died ſuddenly; however, 
upon enquiry, I found it had actually been 
ſo, and ſuch an uncommon occurrence made 
a great noiſe in the place.

A child overlaid by its nurſe. 
* IT appears by a late Publication in the 
London Chronicle, that Monſieur Janin, 
of the Royal College of Surgery at Paris,

overlay a child, he was called in, and 


e found the little victim without any Signs 
of life; no pulſation in the Arteries, no

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reſpiration, the face livid, the eyes open, 


dull and tarniſhed, the noſe full of ſni- 
vel, the mouth gaping, in ſhort it was 
' almoſt cold, Whilſt ſome linen cloths 


and a parcel of aſhes were warming, he 
had the boy unſwathed, and laid him in 
a very warm bed, and on the right fide. 
He theft was rubbed all over with fine 
linen, for fear of fretting his tender and 
delicate ſkin. As foon as the aſhes had 


received their due degree of heat, Mr. 


Janin buried him in them, except the 
face, placing him on the fide oppoſite to 
that he had been at firſt laid, and covered 
him with a blanket. He had a bottle 
of Eau de Luce in his pocket, which 
he preſented to his noſe from time to 
time, and between whiles ſome puffs of 
tobacco were blown up his noſtrils; to 
theſe ſucceeded the blowing into his 
mouth and ſqueeſing tight his noſe : 
animal heat began thns to be excited gra-

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u artery were ſoon felt, breathing becaine 
t more frequent and free; and the eyes cloſed 
t and opened alternately, At length the 
ts child fetched ſome cies expteſſive of his

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** ſelf up to, on ſeeing her nurſe one 

1 brought to life. Fg 
Mr. Fanin Cites likewiſe an emule of 
a young man who had hanged himſelf 
through deſpair, to whom he adminiſtred 
help as effectually as in the preceeding Caſe. 
The whole of the memoir and theſe ex- 
amples evidently prove the poſſibility of 
bringing back to. life, not only drowned 
perſons, but thoſe alſo that may be ſtifled 
and hanged. This ſhould therefore make 
us conceive the beſt hopes of the ſucceſs of 
adminiſtring help to perſons ſtruck with ſud- 
den death, or hurt by any other accident, 
Among the hiſtorical facts relatiye hereto, 
Mr. Janin has not omitted the melancholy 
end of Cardinal Spinola, who had contracted 
an illneſs from ſome occaſions of vexation, a 
caſe wherein proper aſſiſtance, would not 
have left the patient expoſed to the fatal 
ſtrokes of inattention and impatience. —The 
memoir is concluded with this reflection: 
How many other ſimilar facts are there, 
quite 
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quite fhocking to humanity, which muſt 
accuſe us of neglect in ſeconding the re- 
ſources of nature! 


The caſe of a child which ſeemed to expire | 
in a convulſion fit : communicated by a pri- 
vate hand. 


IN the pariſh of Sr. Clemens at Colchef. 
ter,-the ſon of R. T. a child of fix months 
old, laying upon it's mother's tp, having 
had the breaſt, was ſeized with a ſtrong 
convulſive fit, which laſted fo long, and 


ended with ſo entire a privation of motion 


in the body, lungs, and pulſe, that it was 
deemed abſolutely dead, and fo poſitively 
believed by the family, that it was ſtripped 
and laid out, the paſſing- bell was to be 
tolled, and a coffin ordered. But a neigh- 
bour, one Mrs. C. who uſed to admire the 
child, and had ſeen and kiſſed it in arms 
not an hour before, hearing of it's ſudden 


death, haſtened to the houſe, found the 
mother

mother bathed in tears, enquired what had 
happened, and by the ſhortneſs of time 
ſcarce believing the child dead, went to exa- 
mine it ; found it not cold, it's joints lim- 
ber, and fancied that a glaſs ſhe held to 
it's mouth and noſe was a little damped with 
breath ; upon which ſhe took the child in 


her lap, fat down before the fire, rubbed 


it, and kept it in gentle agitation. In a 


quarter of an hour ſhe felt the heart begin 


to beat faintly, ſhe then put a little of the 
mother's milk into it's mouth, continued 


to rub it's palms and ſoles; found the child 
began to move, and the milk was ſwallow- 
ed; and in another quarter of an hour the 


had the inexpreſſible ſatisfaction of reſtoring 

to the diſconfolate mother a ſweet babe, 

quite recovered; eager to lay hold of the 
breaſt, and able to fuck again. 

The little boy throve and did well after- 


wards, had no mote fits, is grown up, and

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A Recovery to Life after 7. wenty-nine 

Minutes hanging; a Caſe treated and 

communicated by Mr, Glover, Surgeon 
in Doctor's Commons, London. 


T the latter end of September 1766, 
Patrick Redmond, a Taylor, in the 


city of Corke, in Ireland, aged about thirty 
three, of an athletic make and full habit, 
was condemned to he execnted for a ſtreet 
robbery ; the night before the ſentence of 
the law was to take place, Mr, Glover hap- 
pening to be in company with Dr. Sleigh 
and ſome other gentlemen of the Faculty, 


the diſcourſe turned on the means of af- 
fording the moſt effectual relief to drowned 


or hanged perſons, when Mr, Sullivan, who 
had before expatiated on the utility of ex- 
periments on the dead for the benefit of the 
living, prevailed on Mr, Glover to promiſe- 
to attempt every thing poſſible for his re- 


covery. After the culprit had walked to 
1 the 
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the gallows and been turned off a ladder, 
as is cuſtomary in thoſe parts of Ireland, 
having hung twenty-nine minutes within a 
few ſeconds, by a ſtop watch, and ſhewed. 
no figns of life after the firſt four minutes, 
he was, on the Sheriff's retiring, cut down, 
and carried to a field near the place of exe- 
cution, where Mr. G. opened the temporal 
artery and the external jugular, but the 
circulation ſeemed intirely ſtopt, a ſmall 
portion of coagulated blood only appearing 
at each orifice. The body was then ſtrip- 
Ped, and the back, mouth, and neck rub- 
bed with a quantity of volatile ſpirits and 


oil. The tobacco glyſter was alſo admi- 


niſtered by means of lighted pipes, covered 
on the bowl with ſtrong paper pricked full 
of holes, and his arms and legs continually 
rubbed by the mob, who were very nu- 
merous, and cheerfully afforded their aſſiſt- 
ance. In this courſe they continued from 
two of the clock till near fix in the even- 
ing, when Mr. G. made an inciſion through

the Hin into the wind-pige in the uſual 
manner, and blew ſtrangly through a ca- 
pula into the lungs. About twenty mi- 
nutes after, the blood at the artery began 
to run down the face, and a flow pulſe 
was juſt perceptible at the wriſt. At this 
critical period, news was brought that the 
Sheriffs had heard of the ſteps which were 
taken to recover the man, and had ſent 
the conſtables and fome ſoldiers to ſecure 
the body. The hoſpitable peaſants re- 
doubled their efforts at this intelligence , 
a ſhort time after the blood came ſo plen- 
tifully from the artery, that it was thought 
neceſſary to ſtop it, which was eaſily done, 


by placing a half-penny in a bit of rag, 
and tying it over the part. A little after 
ſeven the pulſe beat faintly near forty 
ſtrokes in a minute, and the patient's mouth 
and noſe being irritated with a little ſpirit 
of Sal. Ammoniac, he opened his eyes. 


The 
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The mob, apprehenſive of the body being 
taken from them, placed it-on a large board, 
and, ſupporting the head and ſhoulders, car- 
ried it in that manner to a village called 
Glaſheen, about a mile and an half from 
the gallows. Here Redmond was placed 
in a ſitting poſture on ſome hay in a ſtable, 
and with great difficulty ſwallowed ſome 
warm brandy and water, He groaned 
grievouſly, and ſeemed to feel great pain» 
which was imagined to ariſe from the fric- 
tion he had undergone, as his legs and arms 
were in ſome places excoriated. Mr, G. 
then left him to the care of his friends: 
in the night his ſleep was accompanied with 
frequent graans and ſtartings. The next 


morning he was able to ſwallow ſome milk 


and brandy tolerably well; a that time he 
ſeemed inſenſible, and could not ſpeak, but 
before night he in broken acgents com- 
plained of à ſoreneſs over the whole body, 
and after a ſound ſleep the ſecond day 
from his execution, regained ſufficient health 


and ſpirits to walk eight miles up the country 


to elude _the fearch of the officers of juſtice. 
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This man afterwards retired to the coun- 
ty of Clare, and was ſeen by ſeveral perſons 


within theſe two years, apparently in good 
health,” |
